Boston, Mass., Dec. 24.—There are no 
tidings of the overdue Allan line steamer 
Scandinavian, now eighteen days out from 
Glasgow. 

The steamer Caspian of the same line, 
which left Glasgow five days after the Scan- 
dinavian and traversed nearly the same 
course the latter should have taken, saw 
nothing of the Scandinavian. 

Capt. Pickering of the Caspian reports 
that he encountered the usual winter weath- 
er in crossing the Atlantic. The Caspian 
encountered a northeasterly storm yester- 
day, when the ship was within seventy-two 
miles of this port, and for safety the vessel 
was put about and headed off shore until 
the snow ceased. 

The Scandinavian is a three-masted iron 
steamer of 2,100 tons burden, built in Glas- 
gow, and carries a crew of forty-four men, 
not including the cattlemen. It is com- 
manded by Capt. Stewart, whose home is in 
Ayrshire, Scotland. The other officers are: 
First officer, Allson; second officer, McCal- 
an; chief engineer, Scott. In its trip to this 
port it carried no passengers, but had on 
board a miscellaneous cargo. It is owned 
by the Allans of Glasgow.

He grew despondent and tried to 
drown his sorrow in drink. 

He did not find forgetfulness in the flowing 
bowl, so he betook. himself to the armory on 
the morning of the 12th, and, taking up a 
rifle, shot himself in the chest. The bullet 
passed through his body and then through 
the armory door, just missing an officer 
who was standing on the deck. Clancy was 
removed to the Queen’s Hospital. He will 
probably recover, and will then be brought 
home on the Alert,

“ They will be used tonight on seventy-five 
wagons that will be out until midnight, and 
some of them until 1 o'clock. Will peo- 
ple be up as late as that? Well, if they are 
not up they willgetup. They wilt not object 
to being aroused. They: would rather en- 
dure that than to receive their packages too 
late. Our business this year is about equal 
to that of last year, certainly no less, either 
in shipments or receipts. 

“ The heaviest shipping isover. Today we 
are handling a great many packages for 
near-by points, and in the morning we will 
send out loads of flowers and caterers’ or- 
ders—probably a few complete dinners from 
some of the swell restaurateurs to points 
like Aurora. But the incoming business is 
now right at its height. We have been tre- 
mendously busy in delivering today—will be 
until midnight, and probably just as busy to- 
morrow. Our forces have been doubled and 
are working night and day, but it/will soon 
be over.”’ * 

A. Wygant, General Agent for the United 
States, Pacific, and Western Express com- 
panies, said that those three concerns would 
have 175 wagons doing work on Christmas 
eve, but they would probably not be out 
later than 10 o'clock. He reported the vol- 
ume of business about the same as a year 
ago. . 

The secretary of American Express com- 
pany’s General Agent said that their out- 
going business was about like that of 1896, 
but their incoming business was greatly in 
excess. He told the same story of extra help, 
night and day work, and rush, rush, rush, 
with apparently no end toit. 

** Saturday will be another busy day for 
our delivery clerks,”’ said he. ‘‘ There have 
been few delayed trains, but there will be any 
ee of packages that, will arrive a day 

Reported at the Postofiice. 

The report of Assistant Pos er Hub- 
bard on the work of the Postoffice for-the 
last few days shows that the tendency of 
out-of-town buyers has been like that of 
city people—towards more numerous and less 
expensive purchases. 

*Our business in the tmoney order and 
registry departments,” said Mr. Hubbard, 
has been greater than a year ago in the 
number of transactions, and about equal in 
the amount of money exchange represented. 
Of course, it takes as long to issue or pay an 
order of $1 as though it was for five, so the 
increased number of transactions means 
more work. We have had meére substitute 
carriers at work than ever, and clerks in 
the regular departments here, who are not 
protected by an eight-hour law, have done 
a great deal of overtime work. It has been 
| unusually busy Christmas season in this 
office.’”’ 

The head of the registry department, Perry 
H. Smith Jr., was able to give some inter- 
esting figures on the work in that section. 
He said: 

“In the central office, during the three 
days ending last evening, 14,195 packages 


“were registered and sent out, and 3,467 re- 


ceived and delivered, making a total for the 
three days of 17,662 packages handied, or an 
average of over 5,000 a day. In the pouch- 
ing-room over 15,000 packages were handled 
daily during this time, including all the 
packages registered in the branch offices. 

* What this means in volume of business 
the average person can understand from the 
bulk of matter represented. These large 
sacks are the registered mail pouches, each 
standing over four feet high. We have 
been receiving an average of 250 pouches 
daily. There is a large amount of interna- 
tional registered business included in this. 
We have received 5,000 packages and letters 
registered abroad this month, 1,500 having 
come fin during yesterday and today. 

“There has not been a single snow block- 
ade to interfere with things moving on time. 
One train came in yesterday three anda half 
hours late, which is the only bad connection 
to date. We expect to make our largest 
delivery of packages on Saturday.”’ 

In Money Order Department. 


The manager of the money order depart- 
ment gave figures showing how great the 
mail order business of Chicago merchants 
has been during the holdays, so far as it 
is done through money orders. He reported 
that im the week ending Dec. 19 there had 
been issued 1,391 domestic orders, 798 inter- 
national orders, and 1,116 certificates of de- 
posit; while there had been received 87,461 
domestic orders, 790 international orders, 
and 45 repaid orders, making for the week a 
total of 91,601 transactions, or a daily av- 
erage of 15,267, representing a total cash 
transfer of $1,002,435. The heaviest day of 
the season, however, was last Tuesday, with 
a total of 18,606 transactions. 

There fs one class of merchants. which 
reaps its share of the holiday profits all in 
one day—the day before Christmas. This is 
comprised of the dealers in cut flowers, and 
yesterday their places of business were 
crowded with customers, and their clerks 
were busy forwarding orders placed in ad- 
vance. Several of the prominent dealers in 
Wabash and Michigan avenues reported 
that supplies of flowers were holding out 
well, and that prices were not noticeably 
higher than at other times during the winter. 


Street Fakers Busy. 


Along with the florist, the mail carrier, the 
express driver, the retail clerk, the produce 
man in South Water street, and their ilk, the 
street faker was busy yesterday. He flour- 
ished like the green bay tree from one end 
of State street to the other.

CHRISTMAS GIFTS FOR PUERTO RICO 
Said te Be the Precursor of Similar 
Reforms for Cuba. 

Madnii, Dec, 24—The Queen Regent on 
Christmas day will sign a decree introducing 
reforms in the administration of Puerto 


Rico. | , 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 24,-Another jm- 
portant step toward the plan of home ryle 
for Cuba has been taken by the Spanish 


‘authorities. 

The former plan, proposed but not exe- 
cuted some months ago, provided for a 
Cuban Congress of thirty members, of 
whom the Queen Regent was to name fif- 
teen amd the people of Cuba were to elect 
fifteen. It is now proposed to do away with 
that part providing for the naming of mem- 
bers by the Queen R t so that the entire 
Cuban Congress will be. elected by the 

uban people. | 
This ynd the entire control given to Cuba 
in making the tariff laws of the island will 
eonstitute the essential features of the new 
plan of home rule, That giving the people 
the. election of. the entire Congress is felt 
to carry out in spirit as well as in letter 
the idea of home rule. 

Thus far only the general nature of the 
proposed changes has been made known 
to officials in Washington, and the draft of 
the revised plan of reforms has not been 
received, nor is it likely to be completed 
until after the completion of the Puerto 
Rico reforms, which wil be signed by the 
Queen Regent tomorrow asa suitable Christ- 
mas act. Under the Spanish syetem it’will 
be necessary -to submit the foregoing 
changes to the Cortes, which is not now in 
session an@ not likely to meet before 

bruary. 

"The Christmas day reforms for Puerto 
Rico are closely allied with those for Cuba, 
being the second section of the same law. 
They give Puerto Rico a Congress, the 
Provinces of San Juan and Ponce alternat- 
ing every two years in choosing members 
for a term of four years. The Congress is 
given control of the whole island, public 
works, telegraph, postoffice, railways and 
navigation, agriculture, manufacture, trade, 
immigration and colonization, public instruc- 
tion, charities, the health de ment, etc. 

The heme government will continue to be 
represented by a Captain-General, who will 
exercise supervisory power and be the local 
delegate of the Minister of the Colonies. 
The foregoing was the plan approved by 
the Cortes, but, as in the case of Cuba, it 
is believed the plans will be enlarged so as 
to make the Congress wholly representative 
of the people of the island. 

The definite action of the Queen in signing 
the Puerte Rico reforms tomorrow is be- 
Hevéd by officials here to be the prelude to 
similar action for Cuba.

RECENT ENGAGEMENTS 


‘ 
Rebels Suffer Big Losses and Weyler’s 
Troops Small Ones, as Usual. 

Havana, Dec. 24.—W. Hernandes Velasco 
has mae an extensive reconnoissance in 
the vicinity of Aurora, Taco-Taco, and Pare- 
don Delindio, Province of Pinar del Rio. On 
the heights of Del Rio he dislodged a force 
of insurgents, and he destroyed a camp of 
the enemy at Loma Pelada. At Paredon 
Delindio the General's forces had an encoun- 
ter with the insurgents, and destroyed ex- 
tensiye deposits of provisions, corn, and to- 
bacco, and burned forty dwellings inhabited 
by insurgents. 

The battalions of Granada and Baliar, 
while emgaged in protecting the gathering 
together of cattle in Santa Clara Province, 
have repulsed an insurgent force, inflicting 
numerous loss on the enemy. 

The Seria battalion, at the farm of Hilairo 
and afterwards at Rernia, encountered in- 
surgent bands occupying entrenched posi- 
tions from which they were dispersed by the 
troops. The battalion of Cuena, at the farm 
of Sociedad, Matanzas, met several insur- 
gent bands and compelled them to retreat to 
the woods near Bulfor. Later the troops 
again came up to the enemy, and after a 
sharp skirmish the insurgents retired, leav- 
ing fifteen killed on the field. 

During several skirmishes in Santa Clara, 
Matanzas, and Havana, recently, the in- 
surgents left twenty-three killed, and the 
troops had five men killed and seventeen 
wounded. \ 

At imete, Matanzas, the insurgent, 
Capt. o Castillo, andveleven, of, his fol- 
lowers have surrendered to the Spanish au- 
thorities. 

The well-known insurgent leader, 
Rus, died during the night of Dec. 22.

RIVERA SENDS WEYLER WARNING. 


Réprisals tm Order if Butehery of 

: Pacificos Does Not Cease. 

Key West, Fla., Dec. © 24.—[(Special.j— 
Steamship line passengers say that Gen. 
Rivera, who is in command of the army of 
Maceo, has notified Gen. Weyler that if he 
persists in his threats to kill pacificos found 
in the country the Cubans will make repris- 
als on alll Spaniards whom they may capture. 
Gen. Rivera is moving out of his intrench- 
ments. All indications point to an impor- 
tant engagement soon. 

Key West., Fila., Dec. 24.—Weyler is re- 
ported to have stated that he intended to 
make a desert of the Pinar del Rio section 
to starve Gen. Rivera out. According to 
rumors he has begun strongly on this. His 
guerrilla bands have orders to shoot all pa- 
cificos at sight, to. carry. off or destroy all 
cattle or provisions of any kind, and to lay 
waste the entire country, burning. cane- 
fields, houses, barns, etc. This they are 
beginning to do. Fifteen pacificos have al- 
ready been killed between Artemisa and 
the foothills, among them two women. 

The Cubans are-infuriated at this savage- 
ness and have be to show. a epirit of re- 
taliation by hanging all guerrillas captured 
with a short trial. 

Cubaas swear to burn Gen. Melguize alive 
if they ever capture him. 

Several engagements are reported from 
the Samta Clara. Province with the van- 
guards of Gomez's army, the Spaniards be- 
ing defeated in nearly every case, though 
the published records claim a victory. 


SPANIARDS TAKE NO PRISONERS. 


Weyler’s Minitens Have Hoisted the 
r Black Flag in Cuba. 

Washington, D. C., Dee. 24.—[Special.]— 
Marion Perdue, a Virginian who returned 
home wounded from Cuba, where he fought 
with the Insurgents in many a bloody en- 
counter, explains why no prisoners are 
brought to Havana. 

“In reading accounts of battles in Cuba,”’ 
said the young Virginian, “‘ you have noticed, 
no doubt, that the reports read so many Cu- 
bans were killed and so many wounded, but 
you rarely ever see it stated that such a 
number were taken prisoners. There arco 
two awful reasons for this. The Spaniards 
dc not take prisoners. They have practically 
hotsted the black flag and any Cuban patri- 
ot whe is unlucky enough to be taken alive 
| never sees the sun rise on the following day. 

* He is shot down soon after he is taken 
and hiw body added to the number of the 
enemy killed in battle... The other reason is 
that Cuban soldiers know very well the fate 
which is in store for them and they prefer to 
die fighting rather than be assassinated in 
the ramks of théir foes. Many of Gomez's 
an@ Maceo'’s men,.for this reason have 
registered a solemin oath not to be taken 
alive.”’ 


SPAIN ARMING WITH GREAT HASTE. 
Minister of War Rises from a Bed of 
Sickness to Direct the Work. 

Madrid, Dec. 25.—Gen. Azcarraga, Minister 
cf War, whose health has been shattered 
with everwork, has risen from a bed of 
sickness in order to direct the warlike prep- 
arations which arse going forward with fever- 
ish haste in all of the arms and ammunition 
factories. By the middle of February all of 
the infantry of Spain will be armed with 
Mauser rifles. The Toledo factory is turn- 
ing out 40,000 cartridges daily.

No. eondition was attached to my permit 
other than the usual verbal understanding 
that no communication should be held with 
the insurgents, | 

My mission was to ascertain the condition 
of Pinar del Rie Province to find if it really 
is in the hands of the insurgents, as is 
reported throughout the United States; to 
investigate the alleged severe battles fought 
during the autumn, and especially to visit 
the ancient and remote capital of the prov- 
ince, the City of Pinar del Rio. 

En ute to Artemiza. 

I left Havana last week on the only dally 
train to Artemisa. It left befere daylight, 
and was composed mostly of freight cars, 
only two passenger coaches being attached, 
Slowly the train jolted and bumped along, 
stopping at numerous stations. 

At Guira’ de Melena I saw the church 
which was held by volunteers against Gen. 
Gomez’s forces last January, the ruins of 
the houses he burned, and the remains of the 
railway station houses, the only evidence of 
the raid between Guira and Artemisa. 

Indeed, but for some uncultivated fields, a 
éew ruined sugar plantations, and the sol- 
diers in the towns and Villages, little is to be 
seen to indic&te that the country is in a state 
of civil war. The men appeared to be pur- 
suing their customary vocations, the women 
and children were on the roads as usual. 

Finally the train, crawling along at a rate 
of ten miles an hour, reached the trocha at 
Artemisa, now a garrison town only, al- 
though numerous refugees from remote 
country districts have. sought refuge there, 
The town was filled with troops, who have 
had nothing to do since Maceo’s death. » 

On the Trocha. 


A line of earthworks and numerous little 
block houses extend as far either “ie 
north and south across the level country as 
the eye can see. Artemisa, which is thirty 
miles from Havana, was the destination of 
nearly all on the train. The passengers, al- 
most exclusively, were Spanish officers. 

Gen. Ruis, commanding the cavairy along 
the trocha, was among them—a fine, soldier- 
ly appearing man. He spoke of the efforts 
of interested parties to bring on a war ba- 
tween Spain and the United States, and sald: 

“The real Americans are all right, but the 
paper citizens—the Cubans who get natural- 
ization papers by hook or crook and then 
reside on this island—are a troublesome lot. 
They wish to shirk their duties to the coun- 
try in which a A = perform no 

ervice for the Unit ates. 
“The civillans who arrived on the train 
were searched by the police in the railway 
station. I watched the proceeding with 
equanimity because | was exempt from it. 
The Spanish officials manifested no curiosity 
concerning my presence or the object of 

ourney. 
mY doing ih occasion to remain in Artemisa 
and having to travel more than fifty miles 
before reaching Pinar del Rio City, I kept 
on. 

The country between Artemisa and San 
Cristobal is flat and the soll is red clay, like 
that of Virginia. The roads in Pinar del 
Rio are better than those on the eastern 
part of the island. They are smooth and 
hard now, the rainy season being over. The 
country is covered with tall palm trees. 

San Cristobal is a small town, with numer- 
ous block-houses surrounding it. But few 
troops are there. 

~ Where Maceo Lodged. 

On the right, to the north, the country is 
hilly and broken for thirty miles, aS far as 
the northern coast. These hills are not lofty 
enough to rank with real mountains, but 
they contain innumerable ravines and their 
slopes are thickly wooded. Among them 
Maceo moved about, finding shelter from the 
constant offensive movements of the Spaiisn 
columns. 

I passed a place where he camped by the 
roadside in his last operations in October. 
It was the custom of his men to build little 
huts of palm leaves and grass to protect 
them from the rain. No military order was 
observed. 

The huts were scattered about irregularly, 
some beside a small stream, others here and 
there over a large field. In the rear was a4 
thick, dense undergrowth in which the 
Cubans could take shelter if attacked. 

It was published in the United States that 
Maceo had 6,000 followers in this movement, 
but his camp shows that the actual number 
could not have been more than half that at 
the outside. - : 

The country becomes poorer as one g£0e5 
westward, and finally becomes worthless, 
except for grazing purposes. I was sur- 
prised to see many cattle quietly feeding. 
The supposition that the region has been 
swept clear is unwarranted. Scarcely any 
indication of war is to be seen. 

Sickly Cuban Town. 


Palacios has been reported to be terribly 
sickly. I found the town a straggling col- 
lection of thatched, squalid huts. When 
Gen, Weyler was there recently he shook 
up the local officials and compelled them to 
‘lean the place. 
er atemedn flocked there, and much 
destitution and sickness followed their ad- 
vent, owing to the total neglect of sanitary 
measures. Smallpox, yellow fever, and 
finally typhus fever became epidemic. The 
troops stationed there suffered severely. A 
more desolate looking town cannot be imag- 
ined. AJl that was substantial In Palacios 
was burned by the insurgents a year ago. 

The country grows irregular as the 
City of Pinar del Rio is approached. The 
soil becomes better and numerous tobacco 
fieids are to be seen. Cultivation began later 
than usual, ard the young plants have only 
just been transplanted. I saw no field in 
which tobacco has been grown in the past 
not planted at the present time. 

Official Reception. 


The Chief of Police appeared at the hotel 
I went to on reaching Pinar del Rio and 
said he knew I was coming. He was ef- 
fusively polite, but none the less suspicious. 

In a remote place like this, when rumors 
of wer with the United States are thick, 
the advent of an American is an important 
event and naturally causes curiosity, and 
the hotel filled with Spanish officers. 

Rinar del Rio is a quaint, primitive city, 
interesting on account of its remoteness. 
It is not visited by tourists, and the for- 
eigners seen there mostiy are tobacco- 
buyers. 

Tt is in the heart of the Vuelta Abajo dis- 
trict, whence comes the highest-priced to- 
bacco grown. 

The best houses all have deep arcades in 
front, with massive columns supporting pro- 
jecting roofs. The streets are clean and the 
foul odors common in Cuban towns are 
absent. 

Vicinity of Pinar del Rio. ° 
n the outskirts, as everywhere else, there 
aré a number of smaW block houses. 

The city is on a hill, commanding a mag- 
nificent view, especially to the south and 
southwest. Rich tobacco lands extend as 
far as the eye can see. In the dim distance 
is the blue Caribbean Sea. To the west are 
rough hills which extend to Cape San An- 
tonio. 

Pinar del Rio has not been troubled much 
by the insurgents. At no time have they ap- 
proached thetown. A graphic description of 
the alleged siege and capture of the city by 
Maceo was published throughout the United 
States a year ago, with details calculated to 
give it the appearance of truth. I was in 
Cuba at the time and was the only corre- 
spondent who refused to’ send the story to 
New York. I knew there was no truth in it. 
Nothing of the kind occurred, 

The nearest Maceo ever was.to that city 
was when he went from the mountain thick- 
ets along the north coast this fall, followed 
the line of hills to the westward of the aity, 
circled around it five miles off, and pas 
eastward in the direction of Sap Cristobal, 
pursued by Gen. Melquizo. 

Near the hospital I met Maj. Cebrian, the 
military commander of the city. I had met

He is a military man pure and simple, obeys 
orders, is as destitute of sentiment in the 
line of his ag as a billet of wood, but in 
private life is kindly and agreeable. 


Searcity of Inaurgents. 


Gen. ‘Melquizo had just returned from a 
fortnight’s expedition through his territory. 
He went over the hilly country at the south- 
west, west, and northwest ends of the island. 
His description of his trip is too long to cable, 
but a summary of it is that he found no in- 
surgents, save a.few groups of four or five. 
The largest band seen numbered five. 

**Most of the rebels have hidden their 
arms,” heseid, ‘‘ and are trying to appear as 
pacificos. 

* There are two classes of alleged pacificos. 
One is composed of honest ones, who wish to 
take no part in the rebellion. [am arming 
them, so they can defend themselves against 
the others when they work. They want to 
cultivate their tobacco. 

“ The other class secrete their arms a part 
of the time, then go out, lurk in the thickets, 
and fire on my soldiers. They should be 
treated as the Germans treated similar 
French guerillas in thaFranco-Prussian war 
—shot on sight. I have yet & hear of the 
German commanders being assailed for their 
necessary severity. ' 


Maceo a Born Leader; 


* Rebels in my district are completely dis- 
organized now. Maceo’s death was a heavy 
blow to the rebellion. He. was brave and 
had natural military instincts. He was su- 
perior in all respects to any other rebel lead- 
er. He is entitled to credit for honesty of 
Sg ore He would have held out until the 
ast. ' 

“ His black followers sacrificed their 
homes in their devotion to him. His white 
adherents generally are worthless as fight- 
ing men. ; 

“This ig the case everywhére.on the :is- 
land. They are not a warlike people, and 
they take good care of their skins. ; 

“TI found much suffering among the peo- 
ple in the hills. I have been assailed through 


the press so’ fiercely by the rebels that I am , 


feared by the women and children. I brought 
in children so nearly starved they could not 
eat solid food; young girls and mothers 
nearly dead from starvation. I am feeding 
the children. There are many of them here 
whose lives will be saved. I felt deeply for 
them. 

‘The plan of compelling the families of 
rebels to go to the towns is wise from a 
military standpoint. Your Sheridan swept 
clean the Shenandoah Valley, not because 
he wished to, probably, but from a military 
necessity. I presume the time is not dis- 
tant when the regular Spanish troops will 
abandon Pinar del Rio, leaving order to be 
restored by the civil guard and volunteers. 

“Tam aware that I am criticised severely 
by the American press for alleged acts of 
mine. I am not angry about it, but feel re- 
grét. It appears useless to try to stem the 
tide of misrepresentation concerning Cuban 
affairs, for popular sentiment has been 
worked up in the United States by false 
statements. 

“JT am a soldier and I obey orders... I do 
my duty and my conscience isclear. I regret 
that the pépple of North America accept 
only one side of the question.”’ , 

Charitable Gen. Melauizos,. 


Gen. Melquizos’ manner and words show 
that he thinks he has been badly treated by 
the American press, that he regrets the fact, 
but believes he has not exceeded his duty in 
all that may be truthfully laid at his door. 
Of the numberless false charges made he 
cares nothing, in which respect he is like 
all other Spanish officers with whom I have 
conversed. 

The General invited me to accompany him 
on a trip over his command, but I was com- 
pelled to decline the invitation, as a freight 
train was to go to Artemisa the next day 
and I decided to return on it. 

The Chief of .Police stationed a _ soft- 
spoken, light-treading man near my cham- 
ber at night, probably to prevent anybody 
from carrying me off. He carefully peeped 
through the open vwrindow occasionally, but 
whenever I caught him at it he modestly 
withdrew from sight, only to return again. 
He saw me safely out of town from a dis- 
creet distance before daylight this morning. 

The railway is open now and carries large 
quantities of army supplies. The train pro- 
ceeded cautiously, with a pilot engine on 
ahead, and in the rear a guard of fifteen 
infantrymen in an ordinary box freight car, 
armored with strips of half-inch iron and 
provided with loopholes for musketry. 

The only passengers were Spanish officers. 


Where Are the Rebels? 


T had heard before stayting that a party of 
rebels appeared near Palacios the night be- 
fore and fired on the forts, but the train con- 
ductor told me he had seen no insurgents 
and had not been fired on in a month. 

Gen. Weyler found no important bands of 
insurgents in his two trips through Pinar del 
Rio, I learn. The reports published in the 
United States of severe engagements were 
untrue. 

In his second expedition in the province 
Gen. Weyler saw no group of rebels number- 
ing more than ten. 


A Few of Them Appear. 


The train reached the fortified village of 
Paso Real at 9 a.m. The place was in com- 
motion. The military commander was on 
the station platform, and said insurgents 
were outside the town. The small garrison 
was under arms. The country to the south 
is level and clear of undergrowth, but 
numerous tall royal palm trees are scat- 
tered over the flelds. Standing on the car 
platform I heard the sharp pop of the Rem- 
ington rifle, and saw puffs of smoke coming 
from the palm trees a quarter of a mile 
away. An old man in a field ran toward the 
village, while the people living in the huts 
near the track crouched on the ground. 

As soon as the firing began the Spanish 
soldiers in the armored car prepared to de- 
fend the train. Most of them climbed through 
a square hole in the top of the car and stood, 
rifles in hand, ontheroof. The others thrust 
their rifles through the loopholes.' 

The Spanish officers traveling by the train 
went into the armored car and I followed 
them. In it were two goats, three young 
pigs, a pair of game cocks, two dogs, and a 
cat, all belonging to the soldiers. 

On the platform one could heag the singing 
of bullets passing overhead. Oneshot struck 
the ground eight feet from the passenger 
coach and threw gravel into the car. I 
tried to find the bullets, but fajled. I saw 
as many as twelve simultaneous puffs of 
smoke from rifies, but no insurgents. The 
rebels were lying behind the palm trees. 

Gets Away Safely. 

A small. garrison—ten soldiers in each of 
the two block houses—did not go out and no 
troops arrived, much to the disgust of the 
military commandant, who had sent to Pinar 
del Rio City. for reinforcements. Finally 
the train pulled out slowly and the rebels 
behind the palm tree ceased firing. Slowly 
the train crawled along until Artemisa was 
reached. 

There a number of sick soldiers, most of 
whom had chilis and fever, but some had 
yellow-fever, were taken on. 

Twelve hours after leaving Pinar del Rio 
City: the train arrived at Havana. 

The observations made on the journey, 
coupled with trustworthy information ob- 
tained, led to the conclusion that the re- 
bellion in Pinar del Rio Province is reduced 
to the extremity. 

Gen. Rivera has not yet been able to con- 
centraté the different smal! bands, and un- 
less the situation changes speedily the re- 
bellion will virtually be at an end soon in 
that gection.

POWERS GIVE ADVICE TO SPAIN. 
Should Give Cuba Autonomy and Make 

Terms with Uncle Sam. 

Madrid, Dec. 25.—All rumors of the ac- 
ceptance of the United States mediation in 
Cuba are premature yet, but it is undeniable 
that the Spanish people are growing less 
refractory to the idea of séme understanding 
with the United States If only the idea of 
Cuban independence is dropped and Spain 
is allowed to execute its own ideas of 


colonial reform. 

All rumors pointing to unofficial action by 
the European powers are unfourfded, ex- 
cept that the powers generally have advised 
Spain ‘to grant to the colonies autonomy 
and to make its own terms with the United 
States if it can so hasten the pacification of 
Cuba.

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TAIL HOW MACEO DIED, 
Says He Rode Into the Fight and Fell 
Mortally Wounded from His Horse 
While Giving Commands — Pre- 
ferred to Tempt Death Rather than 
Face the Treachery and Jealousy 
of Other Leaders—Cuban Junta Says 
Zertucha is an Agent of Spain. 


New York, Dec. 24.—The Herald this morn- 
ing publishes the following letter from 
Maximo Zertucha, dated at Melena del Sur, 
Cuba, Dec. 19; 


“*T have bee informed of the reports cur- | 


rent in the United States regarding the death 
of my old chief and friend, Maj.-Gen. Antonio 
Maceo, I owe to myself to state how the 


event happened. 

* Maj..Gen. Antonio Maceo at 8 o’clock 
p. m., Dec. 4, accompanied by part ef his gen- 
eral steff—namely: Gens. Miro and Diaz, 
Cols. Nodarez and Gordon, Maja, Piedra, 
Justiz, Ahumada, and Pénalvor, Capt. 
Sauvanel, and myself as Surgeon of Head- 
quarters General, with four orderlies and 
Lieut. Francisco Gomez-Toro—crossed the 
military line between Marial and Majana 
at the former point. At 9 o'clock the follow- 
ing morning we joined some twenty-five cav- 
alrymen, belonging to Col. Sartorius’ com- 
mand at Mosquitos. On the 6th we started 
toward Baracoa, AL RPS See 

“During our march @ome eighty men of 
Lieut.-Col. Acosta’s Gommand were incor- 
pordted with our ranks... Together we went 
at 9 o’clock that night to the grazing farm 
(Potrero) of San Pedro, between Rincon and 
Covea. There we met the, forces under 
Brigadier Sanchez and Col. Delgado, num- 
bering some '400 men, all cavalry. 

“Tt was 2 o'clock in the afternoon of the 
next day when word came to our camp that 
the enemy’s forces were moving in our direc- 
tion, following the trail, We prepared for 
the engagement. 

Gen. Maceo in Command. 


“The left flank was commanded by the 
General of division, Pedro Diaz. The right 
was undér the command of Col, Delgado 
and. Lieut.-Col, Acosta. Brigadier Sanchez 
took commané of the center. 

“The fight was under way when Gen. 
Maceo, accompanied by Brigadier Miro, his 
Adjutants, Justiz and Sauvanel, and myself, 
started toward the battlefield. Maceo issued 
orders as he proceeded. He then took his 
position at a point outside the sphere of 
active operations,“but all of the enemy’s 
fire suddenly centering upon that point, it 
— lead rather than air that we breathed 

ere. 

“Gen. Maceo moved forward to within 500 
paces of a stone fence, behind which the 
enemy’s infantry was intrenched. Briga- 
dier Miro was to the right and J to the left 
of Gen. Maceo. He raised his sword, and, 
saying to Brigadicr Miro “ This goes well,” 
fell, as if struck by lightning, from the horse 
he was riding to the ground. 

‘Il was on the spot at once, examining 
his wound. A Mauser bullet had entered the 
right side of the chin, causing a fracture of 
the lower jaw in three places, coming out of 
the left lateral side at the bage of the neck. 
The bullet in its course tore the carotid 
artery, bringing on a mortal hemorrhage, 
which caused death in a minute. 

The moment Gen. Maceo was wounded 
I called to his assistance those who aecom- 
panied him. On being told, however, by 
a ygrnes e Miro By ag Agen Justiz that they,

It plerced his shirt, and, coming out at his 
right side, completely shattered his elbow. 
He sank to the ground, I went to his assist- 
ance and Gen. Maceo'’s body fell from the 
horse. : 

“ What to do then I knew not. 

“The enemy was advancing. I begged, I 
beseeched Gomez to let me carry him on 
horseback out of that place. Nothing would 
avail to persuade him. He would reply to 
every appeal: ‘ Let the General be carried 
out first. Then TI will go.’ 

“Then, almost crazed, I galloped on the 
General's horse toward our forces, which 
owing to the incidents of the engagement, 
were at a fair distance off. I met Brigadier 
Sanchez, and informed him of what had hap- 
pened. He, while issuing orders, giving ex- 
cuses, etc., did nothing. 


Gomes Though Wounded Was Stabbed. 


‘* Then I sought another chief. I met the 
brave and honest Pedro Diaz. Hearing what 
I had to say to him and hastening to do his 
duty was the work of aninstant. The enemy 
had advanced. It was neeessary to dislodge 
him, and then we recovered the bodfes of 
Gen. Maceo and Lieut. Gomez. 

“Had the latter died from the wounds he 
had received in the chest and arm? 

‘‘No. He was stabbed over the left side, 
near the breast. He had over his forehead, 
also, a machete wound which had divided his 
skull. The bodies had been stripped of their 
shoes, stockings, side arms, and jewelry. 

‘Who killed Antonio Maceo? Who killed 
José Maceo? 

* Was it the enemy’s bullets at Elgato and 
San Pedro? 

‘‘ No, I will say a thousand times no. They 
were killed through the men of the council. 
They were killed through those, who, hav- 
ing received money from the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, afterward demanded places which 
did not belong to them in the ranks of the

Treachery of Alleged Friends. 

“When we were out of ammunition, with 
no supplies at all, we followed the enemy’s 
trail in search of a cartridge; when we had 
no other hope or support than God, the Gov- 
ernment Council—composed of Pina, Roloff, 
and others—were holding back the forces 
under José Maceo and J. M. Rodriguez from 
coming to our aid.

‘“*I am carrying out my oath.

I cannot travel 
for pleasure nor spend any money wrung 
from my country by blood and fire, as others 
supposed to be patriots are doing. 

“I have nothing but a quiet conscience 
and the greatest disappointment a Cuban 
can have—namely: that the idea prevails 
that we are deserving of such government 
as we have always had.

Beast and Bird Surpass Us in All but 
Thought. 

New York Journal: As the brain of the 
human race grows in complexity, its simpler 
functions are graduglly being lost. 

Sight, taste, smell, hearing—all the orig- 
inal senses are bidding man good-by, to make 
way for an overtrained, overstrained, and 
overdeveloped machinery of thought. And 
the-brain shows it. 

Man’s head has become what Bill Nye 
called “‘ merely a think tank.” Man un- 
derstands more things now than he used to; 
devises more apparatus for the overcoming 
of natural forces. He thinks alot. He has 
found out just how sound waves progress 
from volcanic eruptions. He can photo- 
graph sound, He has played high jinks in 
the universe with electricity. With his 
brains, and the fingers, which are the brain’s 
servants, he has invented machinery to 
make naught of weight, to annihilate time, 
and to laugh at distance. 

He is a wonderful thing—man, so brainy 
that by and by nothing save an insane 
asylum or a well bricked up grave will hold 
him. But he cannot see. He cannot catch 
a scent as a dog does. The carrier pigeon is 
a marvel to him. How the trained pointer 
sniffs the birds far ahead and stops, with his 
fine nose tilted forward, one foot aloft, and 
tail in line like a signal, is beyond the logi- 
cian’s comprehension. Why cannot man do 
it? 

It is because man’s head is only a sanctuary 
of thought. He js growing further away 
from nature and natural fufictions 
every day. His nose is a* facial ornament. 
His ears are signs for physiognomists to 
read his character by. The house cat hears 
the mouse squeaking its infinitesimally fine 
note {nside a wall. 

To all this mfan is dead. He has neglected 
his natural senses. He has turned his brain 
forces over, one and all, to thought. Andas 
generation follows generation, he is losing 
his senses. In a comparatively little while 
he will have no smell, no sight, no hearing.

Frenchman’s Views on the Effect of 
Our Contests. 


New York Sun: A Frenchman, who repre- 
sents a large Paris establishment and has 
passed much of his time during the last ten 
years in New York, told a Sun reporter yes- 
terday that politics seemed to him/“to be a 
necessary element in a public holiday in 
this country.

I madeita 
point on Saturday night to visit different 
parts of the city, and I found that the same 
air was everywhere. I have never seen the 
Bowery, for instance, appear quite so lively, 
and it was like one of the old-time nights. 
It needs only a strong dose of political inter- 
est to make Americans enjoy a holiday, or 
what practically amounts to one, as demon- 
stratively as any other people in the world. 
Just give them that and there will be no 
lack of enthusiasm afterward,”

HELD UP AND THROWN ON A TRAIN, 
William Ewing Says He Wag Carried 
Uneonscious to South Chieago. 
With his head bandaged and several cuts 
about his face and body, William Ewing, No. 
1405 West Taylor street, reported to the po- 
lice at the West Thirteenth Station last 
night that he had been held up and robbed 
by three men and then thrown upon the

ROBBERS ARE STILL AT LARGE. 


Express Messenger Frier Tells of the 
ee Holdup” on the Alton. 

St. Louls, Mo., Dec. 24.—The Chicago and 
Alton express, which was held up by masked 
bandits near the famous Blue Cut, near In- 
dependence, Mo., on Wednesday night, ar- 
rived in St. Louls this afternoon at 1:05 
o’clock. 

J: D. Frier, messenger in charge of the 
looted express car, two trainmen, and the 
Pullman car porter and conductor were the 
only ones of the crew aboard, the others 
having changed at Slater and Roodhouse. 

The story, as obtained from these men, 
stamps the robbery as one of the cleverest 
and boldest pleces of work done by road 
agents during the year. Messenger Frier is 
in a bad state of mind. He feels terribly 
broken up over the robbery. The first thing 
he said when the train crew asked how he 
had fared was that the company had been 
hard hit. He now says he cannot tell how 
much was taken. 

When seen by a representative of the As- 
sociated Press Friersaid: ‘“ I was busy, and 
especially so this trip, and though we had 
stopped on account of a breakdown or some- 
thing of that sort. I heard no voices outside. 

** When the knock came I supposed it was 
a brakeman, and opened the door. Then I 
was helpless. The robbers threw my shot- 
gun out of the car, and broke it all to pieces, 


robbers, and described two of them as being 
tall and, he thought, smoothly shaven. They 
were about 25 years of age. The third man, 
the one who attempted to blow open the safe, 
was about 35 years old and had a small mus- 
tache. The robbers had all evidently left 
the scene immediately after concluding that 
it would be useless to break into the through 
safe, although Fryer remained in the car 
alone two hours after they left. 

It seems positive that the through safe, 
which ordinarily carries thousands of dol- 
lars, was not opened. Had the robbers suc- 
ceeded in opening it they would have more 
than likely made a rich haul, notwithstand- 
ing the express,company Officials’ statement 
that it contained but little. - 

George P. Griffin, depot agent of the com- 
pany, who knows the contents of the safe, 
refused to make a statement. It will be re- 
membered that George E. Ross, the com- 
pany’s local cashier, now under arrest, 
charged with embezzlement, handled over 
$100,000 on the day before he left, and it was 
Sunday. 
even that amount was exceeded and that this 
plum was what’the robbers were after. 

Today county officers and Alton detectives 
are hunting in the eastern part of the county 
for the outlaws. Detective Green of the 
Railway Secret Service got what he consid- 
ers a good clew this morning, and at noon 
left Independence in a buggy to arrest a man 
who lives In the district known as Cracker 
Neck for complicity in the robbery. 

[General Manager Chappell of the Alton re- 
ceived yesterday the following official account of 
the ‘‘ holdup °’: 

“The full particulars of No. 49's trouble are as 
follows: Train flagged by red and white lanterns 
just west of the Missouri Pacific bridge east of 
Independence. Robbers took»s charge of engine 
and made enginemen get off. Conductor and 
brakeman came ahead and robbers took charge of 
them. Made brakeman go back and get train 
wrench and cut off express car. Made consider- 
able *noise and did much loud talking and pound- 
ing om couplings while doing the work; this to 
give expressman chance to hide away his stuff. 
When the train was cut robbers made traigmen get 
off while they took engine and express car away. 

‘‘ They nextestopped in cut about haif way be- 
tween top of hill and Glendale, rapped on express 
car door, and expressman opened it, and realized 
for the first time that he was being held up. All 
his valuables were exposed. He claims not to have 
had time to. put them in the safe before leaving 
Kansas City. It was therefore not necessary for 
the robbers to open the safe, although they were 
ampty provided with dynamite for that purpose. 
The amount secured foots up about $2,500 cash, 
and may reach $3,000, After robbing the car they 
cut bell cord, pulled tank pin, cut the air, and 
ordered expressman to set the hand brake on ex- 
press car. They all got on engine and ran her to 
the second bridge east of Glendale, where we got 
her without water, steam, fire, or air. 

‘‘ Engineer, Wetton; fireman, Post; conductor, 
Nichols; brakeman, Jones; expressman, F rier. 

‘* Description of robbers as near as I can get 
it from trainmen: Four men, all masked, three 
dark and one light mask; one man small and 
slender, somewhat feminine voice, and had been 
drinking; two men medium size; one man six 
feet tall, weight 200 pounds. Trainmen were 
mixed in describing the clothing worn.’’ 

The officials* of the United States Express com- 
pany in Chicago professed yesterday to have_re- 
ceived no advices indicating any loss of muoney”by 
the company, and said they were of the opinion

Early in the day over 4,500 motormen and 
conductors went on a strike. It proved to 
be the most successful effort of the kind in 
the history of railroading. 

Late tonight President Young of the Mo- 
tormen’s and Conductors’ Union authorized 
President O’Sullivan of the Carmen’s Labor 
Union to declare the strike off, 

The following is the statement made by 
the Supreme Council to the public, explain- 
ing its position: 

“ Tothe Public: The Supreme Council was 
given power to negotiate for an agreement 
with the management of the West End road. 
The Council performed its duty, andin doing 
so found the President lacking in authority 
to make any*settlement without consulting 
his Board of Directors. He asked for further 
time, which was granted. The men re- 
pudiated this act, and we, as honorable men, 
have had to do one of two things, sanction 
the repudiation of the men, and thus violate 
our agreement with the President, or refuse 
to be a silent party to a continuance of the 
strike. 

“We chose the latter, and would keep our 
agreement with President Little as gentle- 
men at all hazards.’’ 

Whether the men will abide by the order 
remains to be seen, but a majority of them 
probably will. 

Up to the present it is an orderly strike. 
There has been no violence or any symptom 
of violence. No stones have been thrown, 
no wires cut, no tracks obstructed. The em- 
ployés who remained at their posts and the 
scattering few non-union men who have 
been given jobs have been regarded as jokes 
by the mass of the strikers, who have not 
interfered with them nor the cars, 

President M. L. Young of the Conductors’, 
Motormen’s and Drivers’ Union is the nom- 
inal head of the strike. 

The recognition of the union is the sole 
point at issue. ' 

The West End refuses to treat with its 
employés other than as individuals. 


Grievance Is Outlined. 


The grievances which led the men to take 
decisive action are included in a statement. 
It says, substantially: 

**We do not wish .to ask anything unrea- 
sonable in this agreement and will insist 
on nothing unreasonable. 

** We insist on an agreement of some kind. 
You say you prefer to deal with us as indi- 
viduals and not as a body. We have tried 
this. Practically the same general rules are 
enforced as we now insist on in the form 
of an agreement and we cannot endure it. 

‘We have been compelled to stand on our 
cars from six and one-half to seven and one- 
half hours daily, in sunshine and in storm, 
without an opportunity to attend to the calls 
of nature or to get a meal, ané our com- 
plaints are met only with reprimands.” 

Yesterday President Little was given un- 
til 3 p. m. to sign the agreement correcting 
these alleged abuses. The motormen’s and 
conductors’ meetings in the several divis- 
ions by a sweeping affirmation agreed to tie 
up the road if this were not done. Their in- 
structions to the delegates were peremptory. 

President Little assured the delegates it 
was a sudden demand to be made on the very 
eve of the principal day of thé holidays, the 
day of the year when shopping traffic would 
be most heavy. He asked for seven days in 
which to get the opinions of the widely 
scattered directors of the company. 


Delegate Action Is Diacredited. 


The delegates argued and discussed. Fi- 
nally it wasputtoavote. Three favored the 
proposition and the fourth was at last won 
over. The morning papers announced an 
armistieé and President Little went home 
to bed, supposing all had been settled for the 
time being. 

When it was too late the four missing dele- 
gates appeared. They were bitterly indig- 
nant at the action of their colleagues. But 
their indigriation was not a circumstance to 
the wrath of the men gathered at the meet- 
ing places, who were waiting for the ver- 
dict. The unlucky delegates who had been 
prevailed on to ailow the company time to 
prepare for the tussle heard a luminous and 
uncomplimentary opinion of their diplomatic 
ability. They were informed they were sent 
to get from the President of the West End 
company either a flat refusal or his signa- 
ture to the agreement recognizing the Motor- 
men’s, Drivers’, and Conductors’ Union. 
They were told they had no power to grant 
a seven days’ respite. Their agreement was 
enthusiastically declared null and void, and 
at daybreak today the strike began at halfa 
dozen stables and soon spread until it em- 
braced the entire system. 

Plays Havoc with Trade. 


The strike has played havoc with the 
Christmas trade of the stores and store- 
keepers are equally indignant with the com- 
pany and the strikers for precipitating a 
strike at this time. The extrethe of incon- 
venience is entailed upon people living in 
Cambridge, South Boston, and Dorchester, 
where there is no steam railroad communi- 
cation. They have to walk five or six miles 
into town or hire carriages. 

In the suburbs that the ralflroads serve the 
roads are running trains on ten-minute head- 
way, disregarding the regular schedule en- 
tirely. The crowds on these trains and at 
the stations were phenomenal, especially in 
the early evening hours at the close of bust- 


ness. 

Suburban trains will run all night. Cab- 
men are reaping a fortune. 

The police are ready for any trouble and 
every man on the force is under orders at the 
various station houses. 

The actual result of the action in declaring 
the striks off will be known in the morning.

CONFIRMS THE JUAN FERNANDEZ STORY 


British Captain, Arrived at San Fran- 
cisco, Says Robinson Crusee’s 
Home Was Destroyed. 


‘San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 24.—A few weeks 
ago a vessel putting in at Lisbon after a 
trip around Cape Horn reported the destruc- 
tion by volcanic action of the Juan Fernan- 
dez Island, famous as the fabled home of 
Robinson Crusoe. The master claimed to 
have seen the catastrophe from the deck of 
his vessel. 

The report was not given credence at the 
time by scientific men, and many denials 
were printed in papers and magazines. But 
Capt. Powells of the British ship James 
Kerr, now in port, asserts that the story is 
generally believed by seafaring men all over 
the world. The James Kerr has recently 
arrived from Newcastle, N. 8. W., where it 
was laid up four months on account of the 
coal mine strike. 

Capt. Powells met a large number of mas- 
ter mariners there, and says.that the de- 
struction of the island was a matter of com- 
mon gossip among them. The Captain him- 
self has not passed within sight of the island 
since 1889, when he secured an excellent 
photograph of it from the deck of his ship. 
He says that some of.the Captains who ar- 
rived in Newcastle while he was there veri- 
fied the report that the island was missing.

Reséived, That it is the duty of all who igeanre 
honesty and integrity in public, office and the cou- 
tinuance of the Republican party in power in city, 
State, and Nation, @° oppose by all honorable 
means the election Of Martin B, Madden to/the 
United States Senate. 

Another and longer resolution says in 
part: 

His record as an Alderman has been notoriously 
bad, and his influenee a menace to good govern- 
ment and the honest administration of the affairs 
of the city; he lacks every .real qualification for 
the high office to which his astounding effrontery 
now aspires, and his elevation to the national 
Senate would be a public calamity and a disgrace, 
&nd would mean the withdrawal of public con- 
fidence in the party organization and the party 
which elects him, and upon the alleged control of 
which organization alone are based hig hopes and 


his claim of eleetion, 

Both resolutions seem to have been adopt- 
ed by unanimous vote. 

This public action of respectable Repub- 
lican citizens is unexampled. Many lIili- 
noisans have been candidates in the past 
for a Senatorial nomination. Some of them 
have been weak men. But never before 
were the pretensions of any candidate de- 
nounced publicly by reputable citizens, 
members of his own party, as Madden's 
were night before last. 

The action of this meeting must carry 
with it still greater weight when it is borne 
in tind that the gathering was one of 
Chicagoans appealing to the Republicans 
of the General Assembly not to elect a 
particular Chicagoan to the Senate. 

Oivic pride is strong in this city. The 
people of Chicago think their great city is 
entitled to a Senator at this time. Their 
natural inclination would be to condone 
trifling or venial shortcomings in a candi- 
date who was likely to succeed if he was 
one of their fellow-citizens. 

Se when Chicagoans protest against the 
nomination of a resident of their city, not 
on the ground that he is obscure or weak 
in mind, but on the ground that he is un- 
worthy, unfit, and unqualified for Senator, 
it becomes a serious matter which cannot 
be ignored or disregarded. 

The responsible, well-known men who ad- 
dressed the Central Music Hall meeting 
were not mealy mouthed. They were very 
plain talkers and their meaning and ob- 
jections cannot be misapprehended. 

Mr. Charles A. Truax spoke of Madden as 
“one of the most notorious lights that ever 
illuminated and directed the pathway of the 
boedle Ceuncil ”; as a man “ who possesses 
no other qualification except that of a ward 
politician of questidnable integrity ”: as “a 
prince among boodlers, the acknowledged 
leader of the most corrupt Council that ever 
disgraced the records of —% or any other 
city. % 

Bir: Franklin H. Head Sante that Mad- 
den had “the unfortunate reputation of 
hawing voted for nearly every boodle or- 
dimance, directly or indirectly, that has been 
passed by our Common Council for the last 
teh years.”’ 

The Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones declared 
that “ Senatorial togas must not be gtained 
by the mud of ward politics"; and that 
Madden’s name is known in Chicago only 
to' be distrusted and associated with that 
which was an offense in the nostrils of our 
better citizens.” 

John H, Hamline protested. against 

“plunging down into the cesspool of the 
réttenest Council any. city has ever known 
and dragging up from its noisome depths 
the leader of the boodle gang.”

Such is, in brief, the indictment against 
Madden found by his felléw-citizens. ‘The 
meeting, held on a*cold night during the 
holiday season, was not a large one in point 
of numbers,’ But the resolutions adopted 
and the addresses made there will be read 
by hundreds of thousands of Illinoisans, 
who will look in vain foran answer to the 
charges which have been made against this 
Aldermanic candidate for a lofty United 
States Senatorial position. 

THe TRIBUNE cannot support Madden's 
candidacy because of his Aldermanic record 
and lack of suitable qualifications for the 
high position of Senatorial legislator. He 
has notoriously been the leader for years of 
the Council. And it has been a corrupt 
body... Led by him it has giveh away or 
sold city franchises worth millions of dollars 
a year. The city franchises which have 
been sold by corrupt Aldermen to specu- 
lators, promoters, and franchise-seekers 
should ‘at this time be paying into the City 
Treasury enough money to keep the im- 
proved streets and alleys clean and decent 
and in an excellent state of repair. But how 
much is the city getting?

If he has 
‘been honest, and yet as the leader of a gang 
of corrupt Aldermen has allowed the inter- 
ests of the city to be sacrificed when he 
could have prevented it, he is not the sort of 
man to send to Washington to protect the 
interests of Illinois and uphold and defend 
the honor and the rights of the Nation.

things cannot be trusted in great things is 
a sentiment of holy writ. He who has be- 


' come notorious as an Aldermen will not 


change the character of his brain by being 
sent to Washington. He will not become 
a man of better principles by being elevated 
to the dignity and powerofaSenator. The 
office would not purify and elevate him, but 
he would defile the high office. 

The election of Madden to the Senate, if 
what is publicly said of him is true, would 
be an insult to that body. The State of Illi- 
nois would be disgraced by the choice of the 
man if he would deal with questions of na-

‘THE CHRISTMAS ANNIVERSARY. . 

The festival of Christmas, with its pro- 
found and tender associations, affords one 
of the opportunities for temporary emancti- 
pation from the purely selfish interests of 
life. When men and women throng the 
busy streets of Chicago in quest of holiday 
gifts, and when the conscience of the rich 
is disturbed by a keen realization of Ab un- 
diminishing number of the poor to whom 
Christmas represents only a plentiful lack 
of life’s necessaries, this spirit of altruism 
is the commiinity’s tacit admission that 
man is a social being, whose happiness large- 
ly depends on the prosperity of his fellows. 

If this forgetfulness of self and consider- 
ation for others should prevail foronly one 
day in the year it is proof that the melody 
heard on the first Christmas morning ‘by 
shepherds of Judea has not lost its efficacy. 
It is now two thousand years sinte angels 
sang of peace and good will, yet the magic 
of the music still holds captive the heart 


‘and lends new wings of joy and hope to the 


highest aspirations of the human race. 

But the spirit created by the first Christ- 
mas anthem does not exist only for a week. 
Every yearitismore widely diffused through 
many weeks and months and in varied 
fashion, tending to become closely inter- 
woven with the life texture of men and 
women who are strong and gentle, wise and 
just. 

Human progress means the rulé of the 
higher over the lower instincts, and for 
twenty centuries the cross has been the 
symbol of restraint. The law of swordand 
market and the schools was “ woe to the 
vanquished.” The law of the cross is “‘ woe 
to none, glory to the vanquished.” And 
now, Herbert Spencer, looking at life from 
another point of view, maintains that the 
art of morality and the science of ethics 
form. the essentials of the constitution and 
course of human nature. 

Whence this nexus of all the sciences 
which Comte and Darwin and Spencer 
have found in the theory of evolution? The 
grain of seed from which the tree of civiliza- 
tion has grown began to fructify when in a 
despised corner of the Roman wort a few 
peasants heard the song of human brother- 
bood. 

Ceesar and the sinister brood of his suc- 
cessors Came with their conquering legions, 
and for five centuries Europe and Asia re- 


sounded to the tread of armed men. From 


the banksof the Nile the calm, contemptuous 
Sphinx looked forth upon the wreck of 
empires in which religions ar philosophies 
had lent support to systems of military or 
sacerdotal caste. But the grain of seed 
grew and prospered. Strains of the first 


Christmas anthem were borne upon every | 


wind, and when the empire went down be- 


fore barbarians the saving grace of a 


moral idea placed the cross above the sword 
and averted social chaos. 

What power was this which upon the 
ruins of old empires laid the found n of 
the kingdom of man? It was thé spirit of 
righteousness incarnate in a working ¢ar- 
penter, who entered his protest oh behalf 
of humankind against the domination of 
eosmic law as manifested in the blind, 
brutal forces of nature. His system was 
a blanket amendment to the Jewish and the 
Roman codes, The new law was simple: 
“ Suffer little children to come unto me—for 
of such is the Kingdom of Heayen.” This 
is the keynote of the new dispensation and 
the explanation of Christmas festivities. 
Throughout the'civilized world children who 
are weak or strong, beautiful or homely, re- 
joice when Christmas comes around. They 
feel it is an institution which was devised 
for their special benefit. 

When Great Britain celebrates the anni- 
versary of Queen Victoria’s birth or of her 
accession to the throne all children of the 
empire are supposed to rejoice, but children 
of other nations do not participate in this 
local joy. France has its special festivals, 
but Germany and Italy and Scandinavia do 
not rejoice at the same time for the same 
reason. When Russia honors the memory 
of the great Peter or of Catherine Austria, 
Turkey, England, and the United States 
are not specially affected By Muscovite 
enthusiasm. Europe is only slightly in- 
fluenced by the spirit aroused in this coun- 
try on Washington’s birthday. But the 
whok civilized world rejoices on the anni- 
versary of the birth of Christ. 

Across the long centuries those calm, be- 
mignant eyes look out upon all the Kittle 
children of theearth. Those generous arms 
seem ever widely extended, offering an 
asylum to the weary and heavy-laden, the 
poor and oppressed of every race and every 
creed; That majestic figure is the universa! 
symbol! of the triumph of moralideas. And 
when Santa Claus whips up his antlered 
steeds and rushes through the frozen zone, 
when, church bells peal and join the chorus 
of the angels’ song, when the inmates of 
Dunning poorhouse are gladdened with 
abundant turkey, and when Herbert Spen- 
cer ends his colossal labors by asserting 
the supremacy of conscience and the moral 
law—when these things happen at Christ- 
mas, we may well believe that facts are in 
train for the coming of the kingdom upon 
earth. 

Unheard, because our ears are dull, 
Unseen, because our eyes are dim, 


He walks on earth—The Wonderful,

It will not abate the Christmas love or 
the Christmas enthusiasm to know that 
today is probably not Christmas and that 
there is a mistake about the year in which 
the first Christmas fell. Dec, 25 will still be 
recognized as Christmas day, and this year 
will be regarded as the eighteen hundred 
and ninety-sixth of the Christian era. Nor 
will it be considered material if the wise 
chronologists are correct in their observa- 
tions that the twentieth century really 
begins today or tomerrow or next day and 
that we are really in the year 1901. In this 
matter sentiment and old-time associations 
will be stronger than chronological exact- 
ness. To the end of time the world will 
cling to Dec. 25 as the day of the nativity 
of the Christ and will insist upon being four 
years behind time. Inthe long sweep of the 
ages a day in December or a day in January 
is of small account and four years count 
for but little. 

A reference to the Encyclopedia Britanni- 
ca and other learned sources will show that 
the general consensus of scholars fixes the 
birth of Christ in 4B, C., and the day of his 
birth in January rather than in December. 
The Christian era was fixed by Dionysius 
Exiguus, who was very learned, but not so

between 4 B.C. and 3 B. C. There was 
also an eclipse March 12, 4 B. C., on which 
date Herod had some Jewish rabbis burned. 
As he was dead before the passover, which 
took place April 12, 4 B. C., the Christ must 
have been born before February, 4B. C. 
Again, the baptism of John has been lo- 


was about 30 years old. 

The day and the month of the nativity 
have been irreeoverably lost. The present 
date, Dec. 25, was fixed some time in the 
fourth century, and was generally adopted 
by the fathers, among them Saints Jerome, 
Augustine, Gregory, and Chrysostom, and 
has been celebrated ever since, though al- 
most every day in the year has been assigned 
to the great event by various scholars, The 
weight of evidence, however, inclines to a 
fater date and relegates Christmas to New 
Year’s day, or the period when the days 
begin to lengthen—the new year, in fact. 

Any discussion of these dates, however, 
can have only a dry chronological interest. 
For sixteen’ centuries Dec. 25 has been 
Christmas for the Christian world, and for 
‘all the centuries to come this date will be 
heralded as the birthday of the Christ. It 
will make still less difference that we may 
be four years behind time and that we 
should have rounded the century corner 
four years sooner and put an end to fin de 
siécle talk, the new century already having 
been launched. It is just a¢ comforting to 
write 1896 as 1901, and Dec. 25 willalways 
remain in the hearts of man and child as 
the most blessed day of the year. 


INDIGNITY TO CUBAN CORRESPONDENTS. 
The Spaniards have captured another cor- 
respondent for an American newspaper and 
thrown him into prison. They have been 
doing this sort of petty persecuting work 
persistently throughout the war and their 
It is 
inspired, no doubt, by the enmity they feel 
towards the United States. They are led 
to use any pretext to subject Americans to 
indignity and even severe punishment. 

But there is no ground for keeping up 
this warfare against the correspondents. 
There is not the slightest reason why a re- 
porter, when he is caught out of doors with 
his notebook and pencil in hand, should be 
summarily thrown into prison. Ifthe Span- 
iards do not like reporters, which is prob- 
ably the fact, and if they do not want them 
in their vicinity on the island, they ,are 
privileged to put them on board ship and 
send them back to ther respective native 
lands, But they must not keep up this prac- 
tice of throwing them in dungeons on 
trumped-up. charges of helping the insur- 
gents. We did not treat reporters for for- 
eign newspapers that way in our war of the 
Rebellion. Representatives of newspapers 
in all the foreign capitals swarmed about 
our camps, but we did not treat them as 
allies of the enemy and confine them in 
bastiles. We recognized that they were 
non-combatants, performing a duty that 
was not intended to do injury to either 
side, and seeking the truth as far as it was 
possible to obtain it, and that is the way our 
correspondents in Cuba should be regarded. 

The charge that these correspondents are 
seeking to help the Cuban cause is a hollow 
pretense.‘ In nearly every case they have 
been and are representative hewspaper men, 
whose good repute is founded on the accu- 
racy of their infommation and observation, 
and who have been taught that exaggera- 
tion or misrepresentation are the cardinal 
sins in honorable newspaper work. Their 
efforts have been confined to seeking out 
the facts. That is the real cause of the hos- 
tility of the Spanish. The Spanish officials 
do not want the truth to be known about 
the progress of the Cuban war. They have 
been aonvicted innumerable times of false 
statements. But it is time they put a stop 
to this practice of clapping ifi jail the cor- 
respondents of our newspapers as a meaps 
of further concealing their own falsifying.

STREET RAILROADS ARE COMMON CAR- 
RIERS, |

pal ordinances? The logical answer shows the ab- 
surdity of The Tribune's contention, to say nothing 
of its honesty. 

Sometimes one question can be answered 


by another.. If there is no stability run- 
ning from the acts of one Legislature to 
itg successors, who would invest one red 
cent in railroads? 

Yet hundreds of millions have been in- 
vested thus after it has been settled that 
freight and passenger rates can be regu- 
lated by one Legislature, even though a 
preceding Legislature may have given the 
roads the right to regulate those rates to 
suit themselves. 

This evening paper seems to have for- 
gotten—possibly never knew—that common 
carriers have always occupied a special 
relation to the public. The steam railroad, 
the street railroad, the stage company, and 
the cabman do not stand on the same [oot- 
ing as the grocer, the butcher, or the dealer 
in dry goods. 

The prices which the latter ask for their 
Wares cannot be regulated by the com- 
munity. The charges which the former, 
being common carriers, make for their serv- 
ices can be, and usually are, regulated by 
law or ordinance. The only condition at- 
tached to the power to regulate is that the 
scharges fixed shall not be unreasonable. | 

Thus contracts entered into between pri- 
vate citizens differ from those entered into 
between the representatives of the people 
of a city or a State and some common 
earrier. There is always an implied under- 
standing that the last-mentioned contract 
is siibjeet to revision for the purpose of 
maintaining the reasonableness of the car- 
rier’s charges, and thus preserving the 
rights of the public. 

There are certain contracts which are 
void if made by a private citizen. He can- 
not alienate his inalienable right to liberty. 
Neither can a Legislature or a Council 
make a contract which gives away any of 
the inalienable powers of government. 

There is manifest reason why those com- 
mon carriers known as street railroads 
should be subject to stricter. control and 
closer watching than other common car- 
riers. They owe more tothe people. Steam 


out millions therefor. Street railroads are 
given theirs, which are worth millions. 

They are allowed fo use the most used 
streets and to obstruct them. Here in Chi- 
cago they have been given half the space 
in the most valuable thoroughfares, and for 
it they pay practically nothing. Supposing 
they had had to condemn a right of way, 
as some of the elevated roads have done? 
Then a five-cent fare would not have been

They are enabled 
to monopolize loca] transportation and over- 
tax the people, thanks to their exclusive 
control of thoroughfares which the latter 
own. 

It is contended that Councile—generally 
corrupt, and when not corrupt improvident 
—can divest succeedihg Councils of their 
right to secure for the people the reasonable 
charges on the part of cal common carriers 
they are entitled to. 

Such a contention is monstrous. K is the 
result of dense ignorance ur passionate de- 
votion to Yerkes. He is a common carrier. 
Being such, his charges can be regulated 
by the legislative body of the city, which 
cannot part with its powers to him or any 
other man. 


Before the evening gaper which criticises

prise that they are legally the servants of 
the public and not its masters, and that all 
agreements entered into with them are sub- 
ject to the condition that they must charge 
reasonable rates, and if they do not they can 
be made to do so.

Hight directors joined Capt. Schneider 
in a reply, promising correction of the bad 
position and a compliance with the law. 

After a lapse of eleven anjl* one-half 
months the Controller wrote in part the 
following letter, showing how much atten- 
tion the bank’s managers paid to his for- 
mer admonitions and warnings:

When the members of the clearing-house 


became acquainted with the foregoing state 
of facts, after seven hours’ examination and 
consultation, they voted to “ clear ” no more 
for the Illinois Bank. They took the “ ex- 
treme measure,” which the Controller, per- 
haps, had not in mind. 


DR. ZERTUCHA STRIKES BACK. 

Dr. Maximo Zertucha, the man who was 
accused of luring Gen. Maceo to his death 
by treacherous counsel, but who was prac- 
tically vindicated of the accusation by sub- 
sequent testimony, has now over his own 
signature made a détailed statement of the 
ease, Which contains the most scrious as- 
persious on the character of some of the 
men who are directing the Cuban war. 
Zertucha charges specifically that Antonio 
Maceo was killed by Cubans, thas his mur- 
derers were acting under orders from the 
Cuban Council, and that the men in the 
Council were inspired to their treachery 
by money received from the Spanish Gov- 
ernment and by their own,personal ambi- 
tions. He also asserts that José Maceo, 
the brother of Antonio, met death by the 
same agency, and not by the bullets of the 
open enemy. This extraordinary statement 
cannot be credited.uniess it is supported 
by other evidence. Zertucha may be sin- 
cere in the great love he professes for the 
fallen chief and yet may be blinded by 
that love to make extravagant accusations. 
It is to be hoped that this may prove to be 
the correct explanation of his present con- 
duct, It would be too abominable to be- 
lieve that he could deliberately misrepre- 
sent the facts in a letter so replete with 
expressions of devotion to Maceo, and it is 
equally difficult to believe that he puts a 
correct interpretation on the circumstances 
attending Maceo’s death. 

His description of the fateful battle tal- 
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his aid, but before he could be of service ‘ 


was himself shot down. The «heroism of 
this boy, Gomez, as depicted by Zertucha 
was sublime. He says: 

What to do then I knew not. Thé enemy was 
advancing. I begged, I beseeched Gomez to let me 
carry him on horseback out of that place. Noth- 
ing would avail to persuade him. He would reply 
to every appeal: ‘‘ Let the General be carried out 
first. Then I will go,’* 

Zertucha was forced to gallop away for 
assistance, but when he returned Maceo 
and Gomez were dead. It is at this point 
in the description of the calamity that he 
makes his serious charges: 

Had the latter died from the wounds he had re- 
ceived in the chest and arm? No! He was 
stabbed over the left side, near the breast. He 
had over his forehead also a machete wound 
which had divided his skull. Thé bodies had been 
stripped of their shoes, stockings, side arms, and 
jewelry. Who killed Antonio Maceo? Who killed 
José Maceo? Wag it the enemy's bullets at El 
Gato and San Pedro? Nol I will say a thousand 
times no! They were killed through the men of 


, the council. : They were killed through those who, 


having received money from the Spanish Govern- 
ment, rward demanded place which did not 
belong to them in the ranks of the revofution, in 
whose behalf they have done nothing. But they 
want to take places at the feast. 

Dr. Zertucha asserts that Macéo was 
cognizant of this spirit of hostility, and it 
inspired in the General a despair that led 
him to risk his life finally in a military move- 
ment that he knew was reckless, “ Maceo,” 
says Zertucha, “rather than struggle 
against certain elements chose to die at his 
post facing the enemy.” The doctor adds 
a postscript to his open letter explaining his 
own subsequent actions. Hesays: 

Upon the body of Gen. Maceo and in the presence 
of Gen. Diaz I swore that I would not serve under 
any other leader in the revolution, I am carrying 
out my oath. I will leave the country a poor man. 
I have gained nothing by the revolution. I can- 
not travel for ‘pleasure nor spend any money 
wrung from my country by Wlood and fire, as 
others supposed to be patriots are doing. 

The charges in this letter cannot be ig- 
nored. They make it more necessary that 
the mystery surrounding Maceo’s death be 


cleared up. 


Death of Mrs. F. E. Parmelee.

Parmelee, who was killed by a caBle car in 
State street on Wednesday, while engaged 
in Christmas shopping, will be received with 
feelings of more than ordinary sadness by 
a wide circle of friends and acquaintances, 
especially among the older residents of the 
city. Mrs. Parmelee had been a resident of 
Chicago for forty-six yeare, and during that 
time had endeared herself to all who came 
in contact with her by her many engaging 
qualities. She was a gentlewoman of the 
oki school, dignified and gracious in man- 
ner, genial and generous in disposition, as 
her many unostentatious charities have tes- 
tified, for long years the head of a happy 
home and the central figure in a wide circle 
of friends who delighted to visit her, and 
whose society was an equal delight to her. 
She was a special favorite of children, and 
never tired of doing for them, of having 
them about her as companions, and minis- 
tering to their pleasure. It is a mournful 
incident that she lost her life while on a 
trip down-town td purchase a few more ar- 
ticles needed for the furnishing of a tree 
which was to have been set up today in the 
home of her son-in-law, Mr. W. 8. Seaverns, 
for the pleasure of the little children of her 
Kenwood neighborhood. Notwithstanding 
her age and infirmity, her sturdy habits of 
self-reliance and her great love for and en- 
joyment in the Christmas season inspired 
her to make the journey which was to be 
her last, and she had about concluded her 
generous mission when the fatal messenger 
summoned her, as was shown by the fact 
that her arms were full of Christmas par- 
cels for the children. She will be deeply 
mourned not only by the family of which 
she was the loved head so long, but by a 
host of friends who had grown not only to 
admire but to love her for her beautiful 
character, her ever youthful and sunny dis- 
position, and her engaging qualities of head 
and heart.

BANK ASSIGNS. 


CALUMET 


Run on the Biue Island Institution 
Proves Too Great. 

The Calumet State Bank of Blue Island 
made an assignment in the County Court 
yesterday to M. C. Eames. , 

The failure is attributed to the excitement 
caused by the suspension of the National 
Bank of lIilinois and its auxiliary concerns, 
depositors starting a run on the Blue Island 
institutiog, which kept up until the doors 
were closed yesterday. 

The asgets, according to a statement filed 
in court, are $78,669, dnd liabilities $68,000. 
Deposits amount to $60,000, divided among 
800 residents of Blue Island. The assets are 
securities which, it is asserted, can be real- 
ized oa if properly handled and if sufficient 
time is given by the creditors. 

After the run on the Calumet Bank began 
on Monday many of the depositors were 
paid, and the bank officers made every effort 
to allay the feeling of panic. In a measure 
they succeeded, but the drain on the re- 
sources of the bank was too great. The as- 
signee is the Vice-President of the concern. 

The bank was organized eight years ago 
with a capital stock of $25,000, and has been 
the principal monetary institution of Blue 
Island, being regarded as solid until a few 
days ago. Attorney J. P. Eames, who filed 
the assignment, is authority for the state- 
ment that the failure was the result of bad 
management, but not on the part of the pres- 
ent officers of thé concern. The present offi- 
cers are:

Vice-President—M. C. Eames, 

Cashier—William G. Bryant. ~ 

“The former management made bad in- 
vestments,” said Attorney Dames, “and 
ever since the present officers took charge 
it has been a struggle with them to put the 
bank in,good shape.”

PAULSEN SUES THE BANK

ASKS $250,000- DAMAGES FROM THD. 
ATIVAS NATIONAL. 


Charles B. Farwell and W. C: D. Gran- 
mis Also Made Defetidantse—He 
Claims the $30,000 Was Loaned to 
Him Personally—This Is Denied by 
the Parties on the Other Side—The 
Trouble Grows Out of the Failure of 
the Central Trust and Savings. 


A damage suit for $250,000 was begun in 
the Circuit Court yesterday afternoon by 
W. A. Paulsen against the Atlas National 
Bank, Charlies B. Farwell, and W. C. D. 
Grannis. The suit is based upon the trouble 
which Mr. Paulsen had with the Atlas Na- 
tional Bank at the time of the failure of the 
Central Trust and Savings Bank, of which 
he was President. At that time Mr. Paulsen 
alleged that the failure of the bank was due 
to the refusal of the Atlas Bank tc clear 
further for his bank, though the collateral, 
he claimed, was sufficient to protect the 
bank from any tlaims against it. 

Mr. Paulsen yesterday issued a statement 
in explanation of his suit. He declares the 

‘attorneys for the Atlas National Bank have 
practically conceded in court that the claim 
of $30,000 against his bank cannot ‘be al- 
lowed in court, dhd he proposes to bring a 
counter suit for damages resulting to him- 
self from the alleged malicious wrecking of 
the bank by the Atlas. 

The money loaned by the Atlas, he claims, 
was loaned to him personally, and not to the 
bank, and he declares he was urmwilling to 
pay his own personal indebtedness out of 
the funds of the’ bank. The words “ with- 
out recourse,” he says, were erased from 
the $30,000 note to make it appear as if it were 
guaranteed by the Central Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank. 

President Grannis of the Atlas last night 
denied that his attorneys had conceded the 
case. 

‘“‘On the contrary,” he said, *‘ we expect 
to land Mr. Paulsen in Joliet before we get 
through. The simple proposition amounts 
to this: We loaned Paulsen's bank $30,000, 
and are now sued for $250,000 for trying to 
collect it.”’ 7 

C. B. Farwell, Vice-Presidefft of the Atlas, 
also denounced the counter-suit as-a ridic- 
ulous farce. 

** Paulsen,”’ he said, “ Roured from us a 

rsonal loan, guaranteed by the note of his 

ank, which we accepted in good faith. We 
refused to loan him any more money, and 
the bank went to the wall. On the $30,000 
note in question he himself had the words 
‘without recourse’ put in, and then erased. 
The case is now being tried in the Circuit 
Court, and we are certain we can establish 
our claim that the loan was made to the bank 
in good faith. He never expected to repay 
the money he borrowed, but stole the credit 
of his bank in order to secure the loan.” 


ATTORNEY GEORGE I$ FOUND GUILTY. 


Lawyer Is Convicted in Judge Sears’ 
Court of Embessling $150 from 
Tillie Catta, a Client. 


A jury im Judge Sears’ court last evening 
convicted Attorney Charlies E. George of 
embezzling $150 from Tillie Cutta, a client, 
who lives at No. 6055 May street. 

The woman said she had employed George 
in his capacity as an attorney and he col- 
lected the amount named for her. She said 
she made repeated demands upon him for 
the money, but he refused to surrender it. 
She was wiHing, she said, that George should 
retain a fee of $25 from the amount of the 
judgment he collected for her, but he de- 
manded $85, and refused finally to give her 
any money atall. Then she had him arrest- 
ed and indicted. 

George in his own defense declared that he 
sent $35 of the money to the woman by 4 
messenger as soon as he got it, but the mes- 
senger was unable to find her and returned 
the money. Afterwards the woman came 
to his office and a dispute arose as to the 
fee of the attorney. inally an attorney 
named Cerf came to George’s office, the 
latter said, and the matter of the fee was ad- 
justed and George paid the balance over to 
Cerf to pay to Tillie Cutta. Cerf is now 


dead. 

The complaining witness denied ever hav- 
ing known Cerf or having authorized him to 
make any settlement for her.

COUNTY HOSPITAL TO GET AN ANNEX. 


Majority of the Cook Commissioners 
Order Preparation of Plans fora 
Structure to Cost $60,000. 


A majority of the County Commissioners 
yesterday determined to erect a new receiv- 
ing ward building at the County Hospital 
at a cost of $60,000. 

The new building will be ‘erected on the 
east side of the grounds, facing in Wood 
street. It will be built of brick, and will be 
four “stories high, the style to conform to 
the architecture of the surrounding bulld- 
ings. There will be two separate receiving- 
rooms for men and women, a clinical labor- 
atory and amphitheater, equipped after the 
most approved scientific plans, and a steril- 
izing-room with first-class equipment.

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TREATY BETWEEN JAPAN AND PERU 
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Formal Ratifications Are Exchanged 
at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., Dec, 24.—An interest- 
ing ceremony occurred at the Japanese Le- 
gation today, when ratifications of a new 
treaty between Japan and Peru were ex- 
changed by Minister Hoshi of Japan and 
Consul-General Bergmann, Acting Plenipo- 
tentiary for Peru. 

The Japanese copy was prepared with the 
artistic elegance characteristic of that ra- 
tion, and was inclosed in a case of heavy vel- 
vet.on which was embroidered the arms of 
Japan and the two national flowers, . the 
chrysanthemum and Paulownia, The velvet 
case was in turn placed in a large box of 
exquisite workmanship, made of lacquer, 
with heavy mountings of gold, including the 

arms and nationai flowers in gold. 

The new treaty is one of the series which 
Japan is making with -all nations, and is 
almost identical with the one concluded with 
the United States a year ago. It is brought 
about, however, by a curious circumstance. 

Im 1878, when Japan was first entering 
upon a modern policy, tt sought to keep out 
Chinese slaves, who were taken to Japan 
by way of Peru. For this purpose a treaty 
was made with Peru which stepped the slave 
trade. But, in securing this, Japan granted 
to Peru all the powers enjoyed by such na- 
tions as the United States and Great Britain 
in maintaining consular courts in J @pan, and 
the new treaty does away with these consular 
courts after July 17, 1899. It provides for 
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benefit of the favored nations clause. 

| Another treaty similar to this one has just 
been concluded between Japan and Brazil, 
the signatures having been affixed at Paris. 
With those of Mexico and the United States 
Japan is thus brought into treaty relations 
with four of the American republics.

Dr. Thomas Powell of Los Angeles, 
Cal., Claims to Have Ascertained 
the Laws of Life. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 24.—What Escula- 
pilus sought after thousands of years ago and 
what his disciples have constantly tried for 
since then Dr. Thomas Powell asserts he has 
discovered. He declares that he has at last 
ascertained the laws of life, and if his claims 
prove correct the human race will install 
him as one of its greatest benefactors. 

According to the theory of Dr. Powell he 
bas discovered a way to insure the sys- 
tem against predisposition to disease. Butit 
is not his claims so much that have pro- 
voked the interest of science as his practical 
demonstrations. For the last three days he 
has inoculated himself with the germs of 
consumpiion, diphtheria, and typhoid fever, 
yet he is perfectly healthy and has suffered, 
he says, not the slightest trouble froim the 
experiments. 

Science has decided that the system ina 
perfectly healthy condition is impervious 
to the attacks of bacilli, but beyond this 
point little if anything has been known. Dr. 
Powell goes deeper and says he believes he 
has discovered the secret of gaining and 
continuing the enjoyment of perfect health. 
He says he believes his discovery will have 
the effcct to make those diseases which have 
been considered incurable curable and those 
curable cases easier to cure than new. 

Dr. Powell intends lecturing the early part 
of next month on his discovery. 


HOMES FOR THE WORTHY UNEMPLOYED 


Report of the Work Done by the Bu- 
reau of Labor and Transpor- 
tation Up te Dec. 1. 


The Executive committee of the Bureau of 
Labor and Transportation makes the follow- 
ing report of the work accomplished up to 
Dec. 1: 

Placed in country homes 152 families, con- 
sisting of 397 persons, 280 mothers with chil- 
dren, 90 orphans, and 173 single men and 
women, or a total of 940 persons. This has 
been done at a cost of $5,041, or a per capita 
cost of $5.36. 

Philanthropic people who wish to aid the 
bureau in its work should send remittances 
to Frank E. Brown, First National Bank. 
The aim of the society is to find country 
homes for the worthy unemployed in the 
overcrpwded city. 


STATISTICS OF WISCONSIN BANKS 


Cash Reserve Is Shown to Be a Little 
Over 31 Per Cent of Deposits. 

Madison, Wis., Dec. 24.—[Special.]—State 
Bank Examiner E. I. Kidd gave out his 
third semi-annual report this afternoon. 
@t shows the total number of banks in opera- 
tion in Wisconsin is 240. Of this number 
130 are State banks, 109 private banks, and 
one savings bank. The aggregate author- 
ized capital stock of the State banks is 
$6,961,550, and the capitalization of private 
banks $1,115,208. The total resources of all 
banks is $41,532,711, of which $9,256,742 rep- 
resents money Of all kinds and $32,275,968 
loans and discounts. As compared with the 
semi-annual report made June 8 of the pres- 
ent year there is shown a total increase 
of four Stato and two private banks, an in- 
crease in capital stock and surplus repre- 
enting $229,183, a decrease in loans and dis- 
ounts of $2,712,052, and a decrease in de- 
posits of $2,525,500. There is also shown 
an aggregate decrease of resources and 
liabilities of $2,462,129, and a total cash re- 
serve of $9,256,742. The cash reserve is 
31.58 per cent of deposits.

The failure of two important banks, the 
second in size of business at Chicago and 
the oldest at St. Paul, with some others de- 
pendent on them, closes not favorably a 
month which promised to end with only 
moderate commercial disasters. It does 
not lessen the effect of thése failures that 
one was caused by enormous loans in aid 
of an electric railway and other concerns, 
and that the othér appears to have resulted 
from heavy ventures in unsalable real estate. 
Since several thousand business-men and 
depositors are for the time embarrassed 
as much as the speculators that caused the 
trouble the breakdown is the reverse of 
hopeful at present, although it comes when 
money markets are well supplied and when 
no serious effect in business is to be appre- 
hended. 

Other important events of the week are 
the failure of the billet and rail pools to finda 
basis for agreement, and the somewhat gen- 
eral discharge of hands or reduction of wages 
in the shoe manufacture, The holiday trade 
has been fair, but generally in articles of me- 


| dium grade. 


The fall in steel billets from over $20 to 
about $16 at Pittsburg, and in steel rails 
from $28 net for mills to $25, less brokers’ 
commissions, produces so great a change 
in other prices and conditions of business 
that the meeting held here this week, for the 
purpose of reviving pools and fixing prices, 
influenced operations throughout the coun- 
try, but, no aggreement was reached and 
meanwhile contracts have been made cover- 
ing the wants of most producers for three 
months and some for the whole year of@5v7, 
and, it is said that such large contracts have 
been made at $15 at wateours and $17.50 at 
the East. 

Bessemer pig has declined to $11.15, and 
gray forge to $9.65 at Pittsburg, while bar 
and other finished products remain un- 
changed, though 100,000 bundles of cotton 
ties have been contracted for at 60 cents 
per bundle. The production of coke increases 
rapidly, 9,660 ovens being in blast, with an 
output of 97,155 tons for the week. Scarcely 
any business has been done in the minor 
metals, and $11.37 is quoted for lake copper, 
$12.85 for tin, and $3.05 for lead. 


Decline in Cotton Manufacture. 


In the cotton manufacture there is further 
decline in some staple goods, and takings by 
Northern spinners are disappointingly light. 
Print cloths accumulate and do not advance. 
Raw cotton comes forward just as it did in 
other years when official and other stories 
of injury endedin greatcrops. Sales of wool 
are restricted by the general conviction that 
prices asked by interior holders cannot be 
realized, and there is considerable disposi- 
tion to unload speculative purchases at sea- 
board markets. Most manufacturers have 
more wool than they have orders, and others 
meet as’ yet no satisfactory demand for 
goods. Sales of wool were only 2,363,000 
pounds at the three chief markets, against 
5,924,300 for the same week last year. 

Wheat has grown in a little stronger in 
spite of the disturbance of the Chicago mar- 
ket. Exports have been 1,471,443 bushels, 
flour included, for five days, and 8,392,587 
bushels for four weeks, against 8,527,959 
bushels for the same weeks last year, while 
from Pacific ports the increase has been 
large. Western receipts are still small, 
amounting to 8,455,631 bushels in three weeks 
of the month, against 14,344,859 bushels last 
year. The volume of business, all branches 
considered, is not large. Payments through 
clearing-houses have been for the week 25 
per cent less than last year, and for the 
month thus far the daily average is 9.8 per 
cent less than last year and 20.8 per cent 
less than in 1892. 


Failures for the Week. 


Failures for the week have been 297 in the 
United States, against 322 last year, and 
forty-four in Canada, against forty last 
year. 

The aggregate of gross earnings of all 
railroads in the United States reporting for 
the first half of December, or a part thereof, 
is $12,017;126, a decrease of 4.5 cent 
compared with last year, and of 11.4 per cent 
compared with the corresponding time of 
1892, the latest period of Ordinary business 
prosperity with which comparisons Gan now 
be made. Of sections of the country in 
which representative roads have reported 
Western roads, including. the grangers, 
make the most favorable showing. South- 
ern and Southwestern roads report a small 
loss. In the other group reports are as yet 
incomplete. 

All classes of roads report a decrease com- 
pared with both years with which compari- 
son ig made. Traffic on all roads has been 
far from satisfactory for several months, 
and as yet there is little indication of im- 
provement, but the heavy losses in gross 
earnings reported by’many roads are not en- 
tirely due to loss of traffic. The falling off 
in traffic has been greatest in the high-class 
freights, and the loss in gross earnings is 
consequently relatively larger than the loss 
in traffic. , 
BUSINESS IS NOT AT ALL BRISK. 
Northwestern Bank Failures Have a 

Most Depressing Effect. 

New -York, Dec. 24.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

The arrival of the holidays, the close of the 
year, and the period of annual stock taking 
have further cheeked the volume of whole- 
sale business. Only filling in orders are be- 
ing received and trade is slow. Retail de- 
mand for holiday goods has been active, 
but it is for cheaper grades than in previous 
years. In other lines the distribution of 
merchandise has been smaller at a number 
of distributing centers. Failures of impor- 
tant banking institutions at Northwestern 
cities tend to unsettle confidence in com- 
merical and banking circles. Few salesmen 
remat!n on the road, but most of them are pre- 
paring to go out within a fortnight. The 
tnoderate trade revival which followed the 
last Presidential election has been disap- 
pointing in that, aside from the Christmas 
demand, business has been more unsatisfac- 
tory tor a month past thanata correspond- 
ing period in many years. ' 

The shakeup in the iron and steel prices is 
nearly complete, and quotations for Besse- 
mer pig fron and for steel billets have gotten: 
down to the level of those for other staples. 
: bs billet pool has been patched up nom- 
nally. 

Anxiety is felt in the fron and steel trade 
as to the uncertainty of the price of lake 
ore under the new combination to control 
that staple. Freer receipts of cotton tend 
to encourage high crop views and account 
for the reaction in price. Lard and petrole- 
um are also lower. 

Unchanged quotations are reported for 
wheat, flour, sugar, pork, and coffee, as well 
as for print cloths, although heavy stocks 
of the latter are having a depressing effect 
on the market and are likely to cause a 
restriction of output in the near future. 

Exports of wheat (flour included) from 
both coasts of the United States this week 
amount to 2,111,702 bushels, against 3,524,000 
last week, 3,457,000 bushels in the same 
week a year ago, 1,814,000 bushels in the 
week two years ago, 2,036,000 bushels three 
years ago, and compared with 2,917,000 
bushéls in the corresponding period of 1892. 
Exports of Indian corn this week hold up 
well, the total amounting to 3,179,000 bushel # 
as compared with 2,814,000 bushels last week, 
1,839,000 ‘bushels in the week one year ago, 
and with very much smaller totals in liké 
weeks in three preceding years.

MICHIGAN ROADS SHOW AN INCREASE 


Important Recommendations Made by 
the Railroad Commissioner. 

- Lansing, Mich., Dec. 24.—In the twenty- 
fourth annual report of his department, just 
completed, Railroad Commissioner Billings 
says that his prediction that the Michigan 
earnings Would show an increase for 1895 
over those of the previous year was real- 
ized, the specific taxes on earnings collected 
this year being an increase of $65,000 over 
those of last year. The indications are the 
earnings for the current calendar year will 
show an increase over those of 1895. This 
increase, however, will be derived from 
handling freight, as the passenger earnings 
show a decided falling off. , 


missioner reports that not a passenger has 
been killed by what could be properly 
termed a railroad accident. It is recom- 
mended that all electric railroads be brought 
under the same State supervision and be 
subjected to the railroad police laws that 
now govern roads organized under the gen- 
eral railroad law. Also that telegraph, tele- 
phone, and all other wire lines over and across 
steam railway tracks be placed under the su- 
pervision of the Railroad Commissioner, 
that such companies be required to make an 
accounting to the Commissioner, who shall 
attend to the computation and assessment 
of taxes on wireline property. 

The question of railroad taxation is consid- 
ered at considerable length in the report, the 
opinion being expressed that the Michigan 
method of taxing the gross earnings is the 
proper one, 

The year was a hard one for the com- 
panies, but eight of the forty-eight which 
control the entire traffic of the State paid 
dividends on their paid in capital. 

The aggregate Michigan earnings of the 
roads was $29,211,014, divided as follows: 
Passenger, $7,821,301; express and’ baggage, 
$777,315: mail, $1,096,080; other sources, $42,- 
450: freight earnings, $18,936,971; operating 
receipts other than for traffic earnings, 
$538,045. 

Since Commissioner Billings’ appointment 
four years ago the number of railroad em- 
ployés in Michigan has been reduced 5,000.

The reduction of insurance rates on cold storage 
plants in New York has caused considerable com- 
ment, which has not been altogether favorable. 
When rates were first made op this class of bus!i- 
ness they were made low. Later it was found 
necessary to raise them, and eventually the rate 
was put at 00 cents. Now has come the reduction 
to 75 cents. Owners of storage plants believe this 
rate is excessive, but Manager Reed of the Tariff 
Association does not think it will be made any 
lower. There is said to be a probability of serious 
losses resulting from fire in these plants. The 
property stored is usually perishable, and a fire 
which would cut off the cold air would work a 
heavy loss. Much of the property, also, would 
certainly be of a nature which smoke would in- 
jure. 


Liability underwriters are interested in a recent 
case in which the Fidelity and Deposit company 
of Maryland so construed a phrase in its bond as 
to avoid payment. J. W. Iredell, agent of the 
Penn Mutual Life at Cincinnati, paid for 
one of the Fidelity and Deposit company’s bonds, 
a clause of which exempts the company from lia- 
bility unless the wrongful act of the employé 
‘* shall amount to larceny or embezzlement.’’ The 
agent on whom the bond was placed left, and was 
charged with having taken $1,300 in collections. 
He was arrested, but it was found that under the 
Kentucky statutes the offense could only amount 
to a breach of trust. The Fidelity and Deposit 
company then assumed the position that it was 
not liable, owing to the language of the bond.

STOCK EXCHANGE MEMBERS HAVE 
FUN WITH ALLEY “L.” 


at 123 Cents on 
Which Commissions Amount to $4 
—Diamond Match Advances to 120, 
Though There Are Sales, Seller 60, 
at 112—Edwin Gould Still Credited 
with Bearing This Security—Bank 
Holdings of Match Stock. 


The Chicago Stock Exchange yesterday 
adjourned over until Monday. So far as the 
business being done is concerned it might al- 
most as well have adjourned over until after 
New Year’s. There was no business yester- 
day to amount to anything and there has 
been none since the middle of November. 
Some of the brokers attribute the poor busi- 
ness now being ddne to the holiday season, 
which always brings a lack of trade In specu- 
lative securities. Yesterday the only stocks 
traded in in any amount were Diamond 
Match and the stock of the Chicago and 
South Side Rapid Transit company, familiar- 
ly known as the Alley “L.”” There were 
eighteen sales of Alley “ L”’ stock, three of 
which were of 100 shares each and four of 
fifty shares each. Theremainder were sales 
of oneshareeach. The selling of Alley “ L”’ 
stock yesterday was in the nature of a joke. 
The opening quotation was %, or S7*4c a 
share, for stock which at one time sola for 
$115 a share. On heavy buying orders the 
stock advanced to 50c a share, but the next 
quotation showed a decline of 50 per cent in 
this security. It broke all records on the 
Stock Exchange for that or any other stock 
when later in the day there was one sale of 
cash stock at %, or 124%c. Under the rules of 
the Stock Exchange there is a commission 
of $2 on each sale, which is the minimum 
commission allowed. The same commission 
is charged for buying and. selling, so that in 
this one transaction in stock of 12/4c there 
were commissions of $4 due to buying and 
selling brokers, As a matter of fact the 
selling of Alley “ L.”’ stock yesterday at the 
prices obtained, particularly the one-share 
lots, was a bit of Christmas pleasantry. It 
is believed from the lack of demand for 
Alley “‘L” stockholders do not favor the 
plan of reorganization as given out by the 
bondholders’ committees. If the right to 
subscribe for debentures was considered of 
any value stock would not sell off to yes- 
terday’s figures. 


} 
Diamond Match Stromg and Active. 


Diamond Match stock yesterday was 
strong and fairly active. There was sales 
of 1,190 shares of stock during the day’s 
trading from an opening at 114% to a close 
at 120. The lowest quotation on this stock 
aside from seller 60 was 114. There were 
sales of 200 shares of stock, selier 60, 150 
of which were made at 112 and the other 
50 at 112%. The selling of Diamond Match 
seller 6U is practically all done by one house 
which, it is supposed, represents Edwin 
Gould, The seller of stock seller 60 is en- 
titled to deliver at any time within sixty 
days at the price named. It must be de- 
livered at the end of sixty days, whatever 
the market may be. The special committee 
of the Governing committee has recom- 
mended that sales of this character be made 
flat; that is, without interest. At present, 
however, interest must be figured in in the 
transaction. In ordinary trading a sale of 
stock seller 60 would have added to the 
current quotation for regular stock the In- 
terest for sixty days. It is shown in the 
sajes that have been made that every effort 
possible is being made to cause a decline 
in the value of this security. Whether the 
effort Is being made for speculative purposes 
or to aid the Continental Match company, 
which is a rival of the Diamond Match com- 
pany, no one seems to know. The Conti- 
nental Match company is at present manu- 
facturing comparatively few matches and 
it cannot be cutting a very big figure in the 
trade of the big concern. 

An announcement was made yesterday 
that Controller Eckels had ordered an in- 
vestigation of Chicago banks under charge 
that they had loaned too heavily’on Dia- 
mond Match stock and that some of it was 
now up as collateral on loans which had 
been made on the basis of 170. There is 
without doubt Diamond Match stock held 
by some of the banks the loans on which 
are in excess of the present market quota- 
tion for the stock. There is said to be no 
great amount of this which is now held 
above 130. One bank, it is said, has charged 
off from its surplus account a sufficient 
amount to margin Diamond Match stock 
down to par. The national banks report 
they have had no word from Controller 
Eckels on this matter. 


To Begin Work After New Year's. 


Lucius Clark of the General! Electric rail- 
way said yesterday work would not begin 
on the viaduct in Dearborn street, between 
Fourteenth and Sixteenth streets, until after New 
Year’s. He said at present the company was 
bending all its energies toward securing frontage 
consents and that it hoped to begin work with fran- 
chises for forty miles of track instead of thirteen, 
as it now holds. The General Electric has figured 
for the purchase of the Calumet Electric, Mr. 
Clark admits, but says that at present nothing is 
being done. When the affairs of the National 
Bank of Illinois are sufficiently cleared up to enable 
bids to be made for the property it is the intention 
of the General Electric to put in a bid. If it 
should make a bid and be successful] it is the in- 
tention of the General Electric to immediately 
build its main line and to build a connection with 
the present lines of the Calumet Electric. This 
would give through connections for the running of 
cars from Roby, Ind., to Jackson street and 
Plymouth place.

CLAMOR FOR PRIZES AWARDED AT 


THE SHOW HELD RECENTLY. 


Amount of Money Unpaid Is Said te 
Range from $200 to $300—Secretary 
F. L. Maguire and Treasurer J. M. 
Martin Just Now Bear the Brunt of 


Exhibiters’ Indignation — Defense 
ys Set Up That Wrongful Entries 


Were Made.

Many owners of dogs, cats, and chickens 
in Chicago and its vicinity are in anything 
othe® than a pleasant frame of mind over 
the outcome of the household pets show 
held a few weeks since in the Panorama 
Building in Michigan avenue. These have 
waited patiently for their premiums, they 
gay, hoping, maybe, to have @ little extra 
money for the holiday season, but they have, 
according to accounts, hoped in vain. Pre 
miumes have not been paid, it is charged, 
and in some instances, it is asserted, they 
ere not likely to be paid. Some say that 
direct promises have been broken. 

It is estimated that the unpaid premiums 
amount to something like $200 or $300. _This 
is claimed by persons whose earthly hold- 
ngs in some cases are limited to the small 
showing of live stock they took the trouble 
to display at the show. Such people are im- 
patient creditors and their importunities 
have been persistent.gEvery day a crowd 
of boya, old men, ang women has gathered 
at the office of the treasurer in the Man- 
hattan Building. Each has ha@ a sad story 
to tell of a pup or a cat ora parrot neglected 
and deprived of its just reward, but ‘the 
applicants have usually gone away none 
the richer for their visit. ; 

’ Pet Show’s Unlucky Star. 
The pet show, for all it was a novelty, was 


not a notablesuccess. There may have been 


mistakes in management, but whatever was 
the reason the public staid away. The six 
days of the exhibition had not nearly passed 
before -there came out rumors of financial 
trouble, and the exhibiters began to fear for 
the awards they had been promised. When 
the final night afrived prize winners looked 
anxiously for the man who was to pay them, 
but he was nowhere in sight. Then a report 
got abroad that there was money in the box 
office, and some one led an assault upon it. 
Unfortunately for the raiders the Lake- 
Front Police Station is only a short distance 
away, and a squad of policemen arrived in 
time to quell the disturbance and rescue 
whatever money there was on the inside. 
Various excuses were made for the man- 
agement at that time. F. L. Maguire, who 
ap as Secretary on the bills, and J. M. 
Martin, the Treasurer, were said to be new 
to the show business, and it was explained 
they did not know their presence was de- 
manded on the final evening. However, they 
promised, it is said, to make amends, and 


immediately they began, so they claim, to 
settle outstanding obligations ef their ill- 
starred venture. 
Claim to Have Made Payments. 

How far Maguire and — vento pro- 
greased in paying up the of premiums 
awarded by their judges is not known, and 
there is no way of knowing except by ref- 
erence to their books. They say they have 


‘within the last two weeks paid all the pre- 
miums except those which they havé a le- | 


gal right to contest. But there are many 
who are now complaining bitterly. 

It is for reasons such as these that there 
has been not a little disgust and anger among 
those Who own dogs, cats, and birds of fine 
feather. They hold ordérs on the Treasurer, 
duly approved, but they have been unable, 
they say, to collect on them. To be sure 
they have also the bits of blue ribbon that 
were tied to their cherished possessions at 
the time the prizes were awarded, but these 
will not buy Christmas presents. 

Maguire and Martin do not seem to be 
much disturbed by these complaints. They 
maintain that everybody, so far as they 
know, who Is entitled toa premium, has been 
paid in full, but they say they themselves 
have been victimized by unfaithful em- 
ployés. Certain of these, they affirm, con- 
spired to pack the list of awards, so that there 
are a great many people claiming premium 
money who are not entitled to it. These, 
they say, they will not pay. They believe 
they have a good defense, and they propose 
to stand upon it. 


Statement of Maguire/ 


Mr. Maguire, speaking for himself and his 
partner, said last evening: 

“ Our reason for not paying these pre- 
miums is simply that we have discovered 
there was a plot to cheat us. In the rules 
governing the exposition it was specially 
provided that ‘ all specimens must be strict- 
ly the property of the exhibiter.’ Now, we 
have found that there was a lot of stuff 
entered in the names of local people which 
belonged out of town. For instance, there 
were chickens exhibited by R. E. Hager of 
Algonquin which really belonged to B. 
E, Rogers, one of the judges in this divis- 
ion. We waited until we had received pos- 
itive evidence of this fact before making a 
Gecision. But now we have decided not to 
pay these claims, and those holding them 
can take whatever means they wish if they 
have any hope of collecting them. 

We have already paid out about $200, 
and the Treasurer has honored every order 
pbk ng to him about which there was no

a How much remains unpaid?’ was asked. 
That we cannot say. We have never 
seen the book of the Superintendent, J. A. 
Locke, and that ts the only record that will 
show how much the premiums amounted 
to. I have learned in an indirect way that 
they reach something like $3385.” 

Mr. Martin, the Treasurer, says he has been 
doing all that he could since the show closed 
to straighten out matters. However, he 
admits ignorance of the requirements of the 
Show business, and admits he may have done 
meer unwise things, though unwittingly. 

© said: “This was a new business for 
me. I knew absolutely nothing about it, 
and relied wholly on those associated with 
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me. I must say I never so much as looked 
into the exhibition catalogue. However, I 
‘mean to pay every claim that ie fairly ¢s- 
tablished against me.’’ 


ROSENTHAL CHARGES USE OF MONBY. 


Thinks Residents of Wabash Avenue 
Can Beat the Railway Companies 
Which Are After That Street, 


Lessing Rosenthal of the Wabash Avenue 
Improvement and Protective Association 
said yesterday, in connection with the fight 
agains tthe Chicago City railway and the 
General Electric companies, that Edward 
Hudson, one of the members of the assocla- 
tion, had been offered $2,000 for his consent. 
He said also that he was informed by an 
agent of the Chicago City railway company 
that the latter had not secured the consent 
of the majority of the frontage between 
Thirty-first and Thirty-ninth streets. 

As the courts had decided in the Doane 
case that consents that are paid for are not 
valid, he felt sure the association will be 
able to knock out the petitions of both com- 


panies. 

The committee appointed last Wednesday 
night has not met, and none of the members 
yesterday knew when it would.

UNPACKING PROP, ELLIOTT’S TROPHIES | 


Rare Anthropological and Zoological 
Specimens from Africa Are Being 
Placed in the Field Museum. 


The trophies of Prof. Elliott’s expedition 


- to Africa have reached Chicago, and yes- 


terday Curator W. H. Holmes and his as- 
sistants at the Field Columbian Museum 
began the work of unpacking the big col- 
lection. It comprises a great number of 
boxes and barrels, in all nearly a carload. 
Everything has made its long journey in 
excellent condition. 

Among the most valuable trophies are the 
skins of a great many African animals, 
birds, and reptiles. These are mostly of 
rare species, some of which are nearly ex- 

»tinct. There are skins of lions and leopards, 

of the oryx, baboon, jackall, hyena, hedge- 
hog, and numerous rare specimens of the 
African antelope and gazelle. Among these 
the most highly prized specimens obtained 
are of the Dik Dik and Koodoo antelopes 
and the Saemerring, the Pelzean, the Clarke, 
and the Waller gazelles. 

These skins and those of coumtless birds 
and snakes have come packed in brine. They 
are being unpacked under the superivsion 
of Taxidermist Akeley, and as soon as possi- 
ble he will begin the work of mounting 
them. This will take several months; but 
when it is all done the collection will be one 
of the finest and most complete in the world. 

Not the least valuable of the curios is a 
superb collection of anthropological speci- 
mens. It consists of articles of common use 
among the native tribes, and what makes 
them peculiarly valuable is that those who 
obtained them are on hand to vouch for 
their authenticity. To a scientist this in- 
formation is extremely precious, and in 
consequence there will be no errors made in 
tabulating the various articles. 

One of these treausres which Prof. Elliott 
especially prizes is a long necklace of silver, 
which was worn by the favorite wife of the 
famous caravan leader, Dualla Idris. It is 
nearly two feet long and is curiously 
wrought, ending at either end in little bells. 


MANNS THREATS AGAINST SEAMAN. 


Congressman-Elect’s Reported Move 
for a Federal Investigation Gen- 
erally Discussed in Court Circles. 


The report that Congressman-elect Mann 
intends to make Judge Seaman an object of 
Congressional investigation for committing 
Juror Julius Clayton to the custody of the 
Marshal for refusing to render a verdict at 
the direction of the court in the Cahill dam- 
age suit over @ year ago was discussed by 
Federal court officials yesterday. 

Congressman Mann holds, it is stated, that 
the court’s conduct was subversive of the 
rights of a juror and savored of coercion, 
and that Federal Judges should be prohibited 
from holding a juror in contempt for refus- 
ing to render a verdict. 

Judge Seaman yesterday declined to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

The case in dispute was that of Marie Ca- 
hill, an employé at the Stock-Yards, who 
was injured by a Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul train. She sued for damages and 
the court directed the jury to find for the 
defendant. At the present term of court 
the Cahill case was compromised on the pay- 
ment of $6,000 damages. The jury’s verdict, 
set aside by the court, was for $24,000.
